Jere A. Downs, one of Winchester's 
loading citizen- arid prominently iden- 
tified with the investment business as 
a member of the firm of Hayden, 
•Stone & Co. at ',:> Federal street in 
Boston, died Monday morning. Dec. 
30, at his home, l Arlington street, 
after three years of poor health. He 
had been confined to hi- home since 

last summer . 

Mr. Downs was the son of George 
W. and Elizabeth E I Blank i Down-, 
and was horn Aug. 21, H72, in Rox- 
hury. After attending Roxbury High 
School, in 1892 he became associated 
as bookkeeper with Charles Hayden 
and the late Galen Stone in the firm 
of Hayden Stone, being admitted to 
partner-hip in the firm June I, 1906, 

Mr. Downs was well and favorabi} 
known in financial circles, his integ- 
rity and business acumen contri- 
buting in large measure toward ad- 
vancing his firm to its present posi- 
tion of importance. His standing With 
his business colleagues is indicated 
by the fact that he was a former 
president of the Boston Stock Kx- 
change and wa- a member of it- gov- 
erning committee. 

He had been vice president and a 
director of the American Limestone 
Company, a director of the America 
Pneumatic Service Company, vice 
president and director of the Ameri- 
can Zinc Company of Arkansas, vice 
president and a director of the Amer- 
ican Zinc Company of Illinois, a di- 
rector of the American Zinc Lead & 
Smelting Company, a director of the 
Boston & Yarmouth Steamship Com- 
pany. Ltd., Champion International 
Company, the G. C. Buquo Lime « om- 
pany. Dam -mi Company, Nova Sco- 
tia Steamship Company, the Pond 
Creek Pocohontas Company and Rob- 
ert E. Lee Steamship Company. He 
had also been a director of the Win- 
chester Trust Company and the Wis- 
consin Zinc Company, vice president 
and director of the Chinese-American 
Investment Company, vice president 
and director of the Haystono Security 
Corporation and vice president and 
director of the Old Dominion Steam- 
ship Company. He was a corporator 
of the Winchester Savings Banl 

Mr, Down- had made his home in 
Winchester for about 35 .ear-, liv- 
ing upon first coming to town on 

Highland avenue. He moved ill!" his 
late residence, which i- one of the 
-how places of Winchester, in 1913. 
He was held in high esteem by his 
fellow townsman and was a valuable 

citizen in the community, assisting 
materially in promoting the civic, so- 
cial and religious life of the tevn. 
He served as Park Commissioner from 
1907 to 1910, was a member of the 
committee for the abolition of the 

grade crossing in 1906 and of the 
committee to establish a playground 
for the Highlands Dist rict in 191 1. 
Before the establishment of the Fi- 
nance Committee lie was a member of 
the Wan ant Committee w hich was 
superceded by the first named group. 

In 1928, with his sister, Miss Eliz- 
abeth S. Down-, he presented to the 
Unitarian Church in memory of his 
mother a Westminster chime of bells, 
which in 1928 was completed to a 
chime of is bell-. 

His hobby was the growing of or- 
chids, and specimens from his green- 
houses were perennial winners in 
the larger flower shows throughout 
New England. The greenhouses and 
grounds of his estate were frequent- 
ly opened to the public and many res- 
idents of Winchester and visitors 
from a distance enjoyed the beauty 
*if his flowers and shrubs. 

Mr. Downs was a member and 
trustee of the Massachusetts Horti 
cultural Society, a member of the 
Algonquin Club, Exchange club and 
Winchester Country Club. He was 
a Mason, a member of William 
Parkman Lodge, Winchester Royal 
Arch Chapter and St. Bernard Com- 
mandery, Knights Templar. He was 
a charter member of Mystic Valley 
Lodge, A. F. * A. M.. of this town 
and formerly was an officer and ac- 
tive in the Calumet Club. 

Mr. Downs was unmarried and is 
survived only by his sister who had 
made her home with him and had 
been his constant companion for 
many years. 

Funeral services were conducted 
in the conservatory of the late home, 
on Wednesday afternoon, the room 
being banked with floral tributes. Rev. 

Phillips Endicott Osgood of Em- 
manuel Church. Boston, officiated and 
the services were attended by a large 
number of friends anil business as- 
sociates from a score of banking and 
transportation companies of which he 
was a director, as well as members 
of the Winchester Country Club, the 
Algonquin and Fxchanire Clubs of 
Boston and the Massachusetts Horti- 
cultural Society.

Local music lovers will be given an 
opportunity to hear and see the new 
Hammond electric organ at the first 
concert of the Winchester Choral So- 
ciety's seventh season on Tuesday 
evening, Jan. 21, at M o'clock in the 
Town Hall. This new musical instru- 
ment which will be heard for the first 
time hereabouts at the local concert 
created a sensation when it was 
played at the music festival in Wor- 
cester. 

It is an entirely new principal, 
creating musical tones electrically, 
without the assistance of pipes, air 
pressure or vibrating part-. Its tone 
is that of the organ and it is capable 
of producing more than 250,000,000 
tone colors covering the flute, diapason

The music originates in a power 
cabinet only 27 inches wide, 30 inches 
high and L5 inches deep, this cabinet 
being placed anywhere that is con- 
venient or most effective. At the con- 
cert in the Town Hall it will be placed 
on the -tage at the rear of the 
chorister-. 

The Choral Society was able to se- 
cure the new electric organ through 
the courtesy and with the co-opera- 
tion of M. Steinert & Sons, Inc.. Bos- 
ton distributors, and its directors feel 
that local music lovers will welcome 
the opportunity to hear this new and 
revolutionary musical instrument. 
Specially arranged numbers will be 
sung by the Society to it- accompani- 
ment. 

The appearance of the electric or- 
gan alone should ensure a record at- 
tendance on Jan. 21, hut the Society 
has further provided for the inter- 
est and pleasure of its patron- by se- 
curing Walter Smith. America's prem- 
ier trumpeter and featured radio 
artist, to be its guest soloist. Manx 
have already expressed their pleasure 
at the opportunity to hear this famed 
virtuoso in person. 

An unusually interesting musical 
program is in preparation for the 
concert which Musical Director, .1. Al- 
beit Wilson confidently expects will 
be outstanding among the many fine 
efforts of hi- singers over the past six 
seasons.

AV IGNON. WALLED CITY OF THE 
FRENCH POPES 

Avignon, ancient stronghold of the 
popes in southern V ranee, was flooded 
recently by the river Rhone, on whose 
left bank it is situated about 30 miles 
from the Mediteranean. Floods have 
damaged the city before, frequently 
causing breaches in its encircling 
walls. 

Avignon, capital of the department 
of Vaucluse. has shrunk in both size 
and fame si pee the 14th century, when 
during the residence of seven French 
popes, it was the focus of all Chiis- 
tendom, crowded with approximately 
80,000 inhabitants, says a bulletin 
from the Washington, D. C. headquar- 
ters of the National Geographic So- 
ciety. 

The Vatican in France 

From about 1309 to 1376 Avignon 
replaced Rome as the papal capital. 
The massive Papal Palace covers three 
and one-half acres on a rocky hill 
nearly 200 feet high. Outwardly it 
was a grim fortress, with high walls 
13 feet thick in places, and huge tow- 
ers from which molten lead could be 
poured on attackers. Within, how- 
ever, it was a luxurious edifice. 

In medieval days the palace was 
decorated with gold and azure fres- 
coes hung with gorgeous tapestries, 
and contained a treasury of jewels 
and precious vessels. Here popes and 
cardinals in ermine and brocade dined 
with forks of gold and mother-of-pearl 
and knives with handles of jasper and 
ivory. In the lovely gardens, white 
peacocks strolled between clipped 
hedges and flowerbeds, and caged lions 
and other beasts glowered at pacing 
dignitaries. 

North of the palace on the huge 
rock, Rocher dea Doms, stands the 
gloomy Romanesque edifice, Notre 
Dame des Doms, for To year- the 
premier church of Christendom ami 
tiled the St. Peter's of

towers ami numerous gates. As 
, modern Avignon expanded beyond the 
1 walls, involving new openings, offi- 
cials threatened to remove the brok- 
en-down portions. But intervention 
j of public-spirited citizens saved the 
, remnants for posterity. 

During the papal ocupation, Avig- 
i non flourished. Following on the heels 
• of popes and church dignitaries, came 
Italian artists to decorate the palace; 
Italian bankers, and throngs of mer- 
' chants to market their wares to a 
wealthy court. Into the city poured 
I grain and wine from Provence, and 
I rich cloth and tape-tries from Bruges 

I and Tournai. 

Today, on the cast bank of the 
, Rhone 1 13 miles south of I. yon. Avig- 
■ non is still the market town for the 
country east of the river, just as 
turreted Yilletleuve. on the opposite 
! hank of the Rhone is a trade center 
for the west side. 

A suspension bridge joins the two 
cities. During the Middle Ages they 
were united by a stone bridge of 22 
arches, built in 1177-1185, Damaged 
I by battles ami by floods and ice-floes 
of the Rhone, the arches kept collap- 
j sing until at present only four re- 
i main standing.

Striking pictures from high in the 
stratosphere, showing the earth's ac- 
tual curvature on the horizon more 
clearly than ever before, and re- 
vealing how the world looks from the 
greatest height at which photo- 
graphs have ever been made, have 
just been developed from films ex- 
posed during the recent stratosphere 
flight of the National Geographic So- 
ciety-Army Air corps balloon Ex- 
plorer II. 

The photographs were shown for 
the first time in connection with cer- 
emonies at which Captain Albert 
\\ . Stevens, commander of the bal- 
loon, and Captain Orvil A. Anderson, 
its pilot, received Hubbard Gold Med- 
als, highest award of the National 
Geographic Societv. in Washington.

The flyers were given the awards 
"for distinguished achievement in 
] scientific research." The medals were 
| presented to them by General John 
J. Pershing. General of the Armies 
I of the United States and a life trus- 
tee of the National Geographic So- 
I ciety.

The photographs were taken by 
I < aptain Stevens while the Explorer 
I II was at its "ceiling."

The picture showing the lateral 
curvature of the earth includes a 
stretch of the horizon 22n miles in 
length.

Infra-Ked Fight Pierces Haze 
In taking this picture the camera 
used by Captain Stevens "saw" a 
distance of approximately :{0(> miles, 
I far beyond the range of the human 
| eye. The horizon showing in the 
| photograph is estimated to have been 
I at that distance from the camera The 

■ "hotograph was taken by infra-red 
' HltIh which is capable of piercing 
i distant haze. All of the other colors 
I of sunlight are shut out of the cam- 
era by a red filter in making this 

j kind of long-distance photograph. 
, The picture shows a vast stretch 
I of western South Dakota, covering 
more than 33,000 square miles. The 
j Black Hills, from which the flight 
' started and which have an area of 
I about 6000 square miles, appear as 
, a large dark area at one side of the 
1 picture 160 miles in the background, 
i The picture was taken from a posi- 
I tion above Parmelee, S. D. 

The horizon line in the photograph

] Stevens. They reveal the earth as ,

Cut- 
ting into the level, smooth farm 
lands are regions of erosion, with ' 
ennumerable small stream courses, 
arroyos and creek beds, forming in- 
tricate patterns of delicate tracery 
like frost on a window pane. Roads 
appear as thin, knife-edge lines. 
Towns are practically invisible. 

One of the most exciting moments 
of the flight came about midnight 
during the night of inflation. Cap- 
tain Steens declared. A sharp re- 
port from under the mass of fabric 
indicated that something had given 
way. Investigation revealed a rip 

■ in the balloon nearly 20 feet long. 
I A hurried consultation with Good- 
! year Zeppelin officials and Army bal- 
! loon specialists present disclosed 
, that the balloon could be patched. 
! Captain Stevens paid a tribute to 
I the men who did ths under extremely 
i adverse conditions. 

Another trying moment came just 
as the huge bag. the largest free bal- 
loon ever built, was rising from the 
Stratobowl. Struck by a downdraft 
of air, it began to lose altitude rap- 
idly. For a moment a crash against 
the cliffs seemed inevitable, but Cap- 
tain Anderson finally stopped the de- 
scent by releasing ten bags of lead- j 
dust ballast, lightening the craft by- 
some T.'iO pounds. 

Captain Stevens reported that all ! 
the scientific instruments functioned 
perfectly, but that it was too early 1 
to announce the results obtained. Some J 
of the records taken will require 
weeks and months of study by sci- i 
entists from the U. S. Bureau of I 
Standards, the Carnegie Institution. I 
the Bartol Research Foundation, and !

El Salvador is 
the smallest country, independent or 
dependent, on the mainland of eith- 
er North of South America, and. ex- 
cepting Haiti, the smallest nation 
in the Western Hemisphere. It is 
the only country between Canada 
and Colombia without an Atlantic as 
well as a Pacific seaboard, and it 
has the densest rural population on 
the mainland of the Americas. In 
an area about equal to that of Mary- 
land live nearly 1,500,000 peaople. 

Shut off from the eastern seaboard 

by Guatemala and Honduras. El Sal- 
ador's foreign trade languished un- 
til the Panama Canal was opened. 
A few years ago the country further 
improved its means of communiea- 
I tion by extending its network of rail- 
road lines to the Guatemala bonier, 
where a continuation of the line car- 
ries important freight and passen- 
gers to Puerto Barrios, on the I ari- 
bbean, thereby cutting several days 
and some 1100 miles from the jour- 
ney to the eastern United States and 
Europe. Today it is also linked with 
the United States and other Latin 
American Republics by Pan-Ameri- 
can Airways. 

Coffee is the Chief Crop 
Although El Salvador is fringed 
with rich tropical forests along its 
Pacific seaboard, and with volcanoes 
around its inland frontiers, the great- 
er part of the country is situated on 
a healthful, well-watered and fertile 
plateau about 2000 feet above sea 

level. Coffee is the chief crop com- 
prising about 80 per cent of the ex- 
port- of the country. Salvador cof- 
fee is especially prized in Germany, 

but large quantities of it are also 
-hipped to the United States and The 
Netherlands. Sugar, the second crop, 
is nearly all sent to the American re- 
fineries. Other exports include in- 
digo, hides, gold, silver, rubber, hene- 
quen fiber, and tobacco. 

The most unusual export of El 
Salvador, however, is the misnamed 
"Balsam of Peru". Balsam, which 
is used for medicinal purposes, is the 
sap of a tree native to El Salvador. 
But the early Spaniards shipped the 
sap to Peru, where it was reshipped 
to Spain. Efforts are being mad.' to 
have the name "El Salvador balsam" 

accepted in place of the misnomer 
"balsam of Peru." 

Capital of a Modern City 
San Salvador, the beautiful capital 
of the little nation is situated in a 
pleasant valley a short distance in- 
land from the port of La Libertad, 
with which it is connected by both 
rail and motor highway.

Bimini is one 
of the closest to American shores of 
the group of islands that comprise an 
outpost of the British Empire in this 
part of the world, says a bulletin from 
the Wa-hington. lb C. headquarters 
of the National Geographic Society.

There are really two Biminis, 
North and South, separated by a 
small, shallow hay which provides a 
safe anchorage for small craft.

Legend had it that the 
islan Is contained the Fountain of 
Youth, sought so diligently by Juan 
Ponce de Leon in 1513, and which led 
to the discovery of Florida.

, fishing is part of their livelihood, 
' along with sponge gathering, coconut 
raising and now and then a little sal- 
vage work when a vessel comes to 
i grief on nearby reefs. 

The Bahamas, of which Bimini is 
| n part, form a division of the British 
West Indies, under a British governor 
general. They are a series of coral 
islands extending southeastward for 
bout 700 miles from off the Florida 
coast.

The strong current and frequent 
rapids in the Salmon, make navi- 
gation of the river hazardous. Only 
sturdy scows, built especially for the 
Salmon and manned by expert boat- 
men who know every rock and habit 
of the river, are used to negotiate 
the treacherous stream. The scows 
have no power, not even oar-. Their 
"steering gear" consists of two long j 
rudderlike sweeps, one at either end ] 
of the craft. 

"River of No Return" 
At times the expedition's scows 
moved downstream at a rate of more 
than 1") miles an hour. That speed 
was not particularly dangerous in 
smooth water, but when there were 
hairpin turn- to make, bank- of 
jagged rocks, and huge midstream 
boulders to avoid, the barge often 
had to be checked. This was done 

sometimes by deliberately running 
onto submerged rocks to retard the 
speed, and then twisting the craft 
free in another direction. There were 
times during the expedition's trip, 
however, when the scow made un- 
expected stops on the rocks. Once 
it took the crew more than three 
hours to unload and dislodge th" 
craft. 

The Salmon River justly bears the 
name of "River of No Return." No 
one has ever navigated more than 
short local portions of the river up- 
stream. When a party arranges a 
down-stream trip, a scow is pur- 
chased and experienced rivermen em- 
ployed. The craft that goes down | 
the river never returns, hence the 
name. The 32-foot scow purchased 
by the National Geographies expedi- 
tion was presented to the State of] 
Idaho, and will be displayed as an ' 
historic museum piece at Lewiston. 
Idaho. 

Because of low water early in Oc- 
tober, members of the expedition 
traveled by automobile along the up- 
per reaches of the river to a point 
automobile : about 56 miles below Salmon, Idaho.

The capital, like the other cities 
of El Salvador, has no skyscraper-. 
Proximity to several active volcanoes 
has taught Salvadoreans the wisdom 
of constructing low, solid buildings. 
Even San Salvador's Cathedral i^ 
made of heavy timbers painted to 

give a stonelike appearance. 

While many of San Salvador's 
96,000 inhabitants are of Spanish 
and Latin-American descent, the 
street crowds are largely made up 
of Indians or mestizos who comprise 
nearly two-thirds of the population 
of the country. Mingling with lim- 
ousines and motor buses in the 
smoothly-paved streets of the capi- 
tal are many ox carts, driven by 
ruddy-skinned natives from rural 
districts, and stolid Indian women 
balancing heavily-laden baskets on 
their heads. 

El Salvador is making a strenuous 
effort to reduce illiteracy, and to ex- 
tend its system id' free public schools 
to every part of the country, At 
present there are over 900 primary 
schools, several private and normal 
schools and a National University. 

The chief seaport of El Salvador 
is Cutuco (La Union I on the Gulf 
of Fonseca. Here the railroad line 
from San Salvador and other inland 
points runs directly on to modern 
wharves, where cranes facilitate the 
loading and unloading of cargoes. 
Cutuco now handles about 57 per 
cent of the imports and over 30 per 
cent of the exports of El Salvador. 
Other important ports are Acajutla 
and La Libertad. Santa Ana, the 
nation's second city, is the chief com- 
mercial center of the northernmost 
province, and the gateway to Guate- 
ala. 

Many of the other communities of 
El Salvador bear sonorous Indian 
names, difficult to spell and even 
more difficult to pronounce, but which 
roll pleasantly off the tongues of na- 
tives.

Scenery Is Spectacular 

For 100 miles below Shoup, Idaho, 
the expedition found the Salmon Riv- 
er Canyon a wild country, inhabited 
by only a few scattered, weather- j 
beaten prospectors. The miners earn i 
a bare existence panning the sands j 
of the Salmon and feeder creeks for j 
"color" (gold particles). 

Spectacular was the scenery viewed 
from the scow.

Often the j 
canyon opened, however, and there ! 
were magnificent vistas of jagged 
snow-covered granite peaks soaring | 
above narrow plains flecked with my- j 
riad shrubs and wild flowers. Vast I 
national forests of majestic trees I 
flanked most of the course and mem- ! 
hers of the expedition frequently | 
passed cascading streams, feeders of j 
the Salmon, that would challenge the ( 
brush of famous painters of nature's I 
beauty. 

In some places the Salmon spread 
out as wide as 150 yards and navi- I 
gation was comparatively easy. Then, i 
suddenly, it became a narrow, dash- j 
ing cascade. In one place the river I 
dropped 17 feet in 50. 

On the rocks in one portion of the 
canyon the explorers discovered In- 
dian paintings of men and animals 
which may be of pre-Columbian ori- 
gin. They also found several hot 
springs within a stone's throw of the 
river. One spring was so close to the I 
Salmon that a member of the expedi- 
tion stepped into it and then dived i 
into the river. The spring water at j 
137 degrees Fahrenheit was too hot j 
to stand in. and the river water at 
">7 degrees Fahrenheit was too cold 
for comfort. The Salmon Canyon is an 
almost untouched sportsmen's para- j 
disc. The river teems with fish, and '■■ 
along the hillsides mountain goats, 
deer and grouse are abundant.

The recent outbreaK of hostilities 
near the Ethiopian border of Eritrea 
draws attention to that Italian coun- 
try on the west coast of the Red Sea. 

What is now Eritrea began in 1S70 
says an article by Harald Lechen- 
peis.', in the September, 1935, Nation- 
al Geographic Magazine, Alien the 
Italian Rubattino Steamship C« m- 
pany needed a coaling station in the 
Red Sea and bought the IS.iy of As- 
sab and its miserable oasis :r«»m a 
petty local ruler, th? Sultan of Ka- 
heita. 

Italian military 
force had landed in Assab an 1 lv ist- 
ed the Italan tlajr in this corner of 
the world. Today, that red, white. I 
it mi trreen banner flies over a strip I 
of Red Sea coast which is t',7'1 miles ! 

Inland from Asssb across the , 
desert rise the cool highlands o. j 
Ethiopia (Abyssinia), 

Torrid, barren, an. I fever-stricken 
is the coast that stretches northwi st 
frem Assab, but as you approach the ; 
port of Massaua the topoirraphy be- ! 
^ins to change. Behind Massaua the 
green highlands rise in steep embank- : 
ments, forming a sort of gateway to 
the interor of Africa. 

It was when Italy occupied Massa- 
ua in 1885 that Eritrea took deti- | 
nite shape; now the area ruled by- 
Italy stretches inland in some places 
220 miles or more to the frontiers 
of Ethiopia and the Anglo-Egyptian 
Sudan. 

Named for "Mare Erythraeum" of 
Ancient Rome 

In brief, within 20 years after the 
Rubattjno Company bought Assab as 
a coaling station which was never 
developed. Italy's colony here had 
come to cover nearly 46,000 square 
miles of Africa. On January 1, L890 
this new colon v was christened Erit- 
rea by the Italian Government, in re- 
membrance of the "Male Erythrae- 
um" as the old Romans railed the 
waters of this part of the world. 

"I journeyed from Assab to Mas- | 
saua and until then I had never re-' 
ally known what heat was," says 
the author. "Even a day-long croco- 
dile hunt in India, with the ther- 
mometer at 117 degrees, Fahrenheit, 
was cooler than a walk through 
Massaua. where in summer the ther- 
mometer often hit- 120 in the shade. 
The short stroll from the small post- 
steamer landing, over the shadeless 
pier of the new harbor grounds to 
thi Hotel Savoia. proved a feat of 
physical endurance. 

"Yes, we have Veritable hell here 
in summer," said the tired hotel man- 
ager. "Even in winter Massaua is 
n^ pleasure resort; but then you can 
at least endure it." 

Yet Massaua. one of the hottest 
cities in the world, with its environs, 
is the home of 15,000 natives and 
a few hundred Europeans. The white 
nun. mostly Italians, work during 
the day in their offices under big 
fans, with glasses of cool water on 
their desks. In a damp and steamy- 
air they toil with a mean tempera- 
ture lor July of 94 degrees Fah- 
renheit. 2(i degrees hotter than the 
average for the hottest month in New 
York. 

Only by constant work can the 
white man stand the climate and 
forget the heat. No idle man could 
endure it here. Except for a few 
nurses in the hospital, no white wom- 
en live in Massaua in summer. Then, 
the families of white employees jro to 
the high plain of Hamasien, the real 
center of Eritrea. 

The harbor of Massaua is the only 
place in Eritrea where large ships 
can tie up at docks to discharge 
their passengers and cargo. For this 
reason it is here that the landing 
of Italian troops and war materials 
has been taking place.

To China's maze of monetary 
standards has been added a new unit. 
This one. a new silver Yuan, is to be 
substituted for the Haikwan tael, an 
arbitrary non-existent coin which was 
used as the standard in the payment 
of Customs duties. 

The Haikwan tael, meaning "Cus- 
toms duty tael, represented a stan- 
dard which in theory was fixed at 
•iT.V'.i7 grams of silver and was paid 
in local currencies at the momentary 
exchange rate, while exchange rates 
with foreign currencies were fixed 
each month by the Customs authori- 
ties says a bulletin from the Wash- 
ton. I). C, headquarters of the Na- 
tional Geographic Society. The new 
siiver yuan represents a value some- 
what less than O") per cent of the 
Haikwan tael, but on par with the 
> uan Shih-kai dollar, commonly called 
the yuan, which has been m circula- 
tion for nearly 20 years. 
Early Mone> Shaped Like Clothes 
and Weapons 

China was one of the earliest coun- 
tries to make practical the token idea 
in the exchange of metal coins, then 
monev having antedated that 
Greece and Rome by probably 2000 
years. In those early years they 
tried to shape their money to indicate 
the classes 'of articles that could be 
purchased with it. Some pieci s de- 
signed in the shape of a body repre- 
sented dress money and could be 
used for buying all necessities in the 
line of clothing. Another piece was 
shaped something like a modern ra- 
zor and was used for purchasing I 
knives, weapons, and similar articles. 
A third coin was like a spade ami | 
served to buy such implements ;i 
were needed by the agricultural Chi- I 
nese. 

Brass cash, round coins with a 
square hole in the center, have been 
found dating as far back as 1115 to 
1 070 B. C. These cash are still used | 
in interior China for small purchases. 
One would have to carry 10 or 15 | 
pounds of them, however, to buy an 
article valued at a dollar gold. 

The first known paper currency, 
too, was that of China, a specimen 
of which is in the Zerbe collection I 
in the United States. It dates from 
the Ming dynasty, in the days of 
Emperor Tai Tsu, who reigned about ' 
five and a half centuries ago. Marco 
Polo also found the people of Cathay 
making hank notes of mulberry 
bark. 

Saucer-shaped pieces of 
also known as shoe money or 
was another of China's many 
of coins. In North China 
served as a medium of exchange un- 
til about a century ago; and in Mon- 
folia and on the borders of Tibet 
brick, tea and salt have lone; been 
used in financial transactions.

liatur. In addition to these standards! 
there are four kinds of dollars in use ! 
besides the paper currency. 

Many IMIars in Use 

Travel through the Chinese Re- 
public and you will have a startling ; 
lesson in money exchange. The yuan, 
of course, is the dollar in most com- | 
mon circulation; some of these coins, 
bear the effigy of Yuan Shih-kai and 
others of Sun Yat-sen, and Republi- 
can symbols. But there is also the 
British and Hong Kong dollar and j 
the Mexican dollar. The actual 
Mexican dollar, which in popular 
foreism parlance has given its name 
to the Chinese silver coins is rarely 
found, although some of them are I 
still in circulation. 

Bank notes of one city are not ne- ; 
gotiable in another locality, and have 
to be exchanged at the current rates 
between the different standard va- 1 
lues set up. Start to pay a rikisha 
automobile, or boat hire and you ] 
soon learn that there is hijr money I 
and little money. Ten and 20 cent i 
coins were minted as token coins, 
but the goverment fniled to provide 
for their redemption, so they ch- 
elate at their intrinsic worth. In] 
exchange for p silver dollar of big 
money one usually receives about | 
six 20-cent pieces of 1 1 dimes and 

about 14 coppers, depending upon ' 
the supply and demand and on the 
price of copper. The coppers, too. j 
while stamped by the mini as one- i 
hundredth of a dollar, are worth on 
ly their weight as copper metal. 

Some years ago, when the Chinese • 
dollar was about par with the 1 
United State- dollar, an American : 
usually took the trouble to find out 
the difference between hu: and little 1 
money. Recently, however it fell to I 
one-fourth or one-fifth that value, 
few worried but handed out a hand- | 
fai of coppers or a few more dimes. I 
because after all it wouldn't mean I 
more than a few cents of real monev.

AN ETHIOPIAN BULWARK 

Heat so great that shirt button* 
grow too hot to touch, men so savaga 
that many of them prize a trophy «>f 
murder above all else, cruel desert s„ 
wat riess barrens such is the Dana- 
kij country, most forbidding of Ita- 
ly's three routes into Ethiopia. 

Sizzling in tropical heat that some- 
times reaches i»-,7 degrees, threes- 
fourths as hot as boilin"; water, most 
>t it either totally desert or at best 
a semi-waterless waste, the Danakil 
legion of eastern Ethiopia is one of 
the world's most desolate and dead- 
ly spots, says a bulletin from the 
Vashington D. C. headquarters of 
the National Geographic Society. 

I ierce Men and Fiercer Nature 

A country where nun are fierce) 
and Nature if anything is fiercer 
still, the Danakil covers an area 
numbly the same as that of Kansas. 
It interposes a feared and commonly 
avoided barrier 40(1 miles long ami 
ISO miles wide along the boundaries 
that separate Ethiopia from south- 
ern Eritrea and much of French 
Somaililand. 

Not all of the Danakil is a waste. 
I owever. In parts of it there am 
forests, grassy plains, large herds 
pi game and some agriculture. Ni ar 
its • astern border the Awash, one of 
Ethiopia's disappearing rivers los,s 
itself in the ground on its way to- 
ward the sea, but before vanishing 
it waters a large area ol the south- 
ern Danakil. 

In the north is the Danakil De- 
pression, the Danakil at its worst, 
100 miles of desert Mink 300 to 400 
ftel below sea level, deeper below 
the sea than California's Death Val- 
ley and many detrrees hotter. 
Raw Meat and Milk Make a Danakil 
Meal 

The Danakil people who eke out an 
existence in this inhospitable coun- 
try are primitive men in almost every 
sense of the word. Some of them, 
explorers have said, |i Vt . more like 
animals than men, sleeping on the? 
hare ground and subsisting on noth- 
ing but raw meat nnd milk from their 
thirsty, half-starved flocks. 

Their methods of making fire by 
rubbing is more primitive than that 
used by the Egyptians 1000 years 
ago. Many tribes kill all strangera 
on sie;ht, are constantly attacking 
and plundering each other, and have 
a marked hatred for all white men. 

Many a Danakil 'warrior wears 
feather in his hair as a proud sip;rl 
that it is less than a year sin^e he 
has killed a man. In some tribes ;t 
man may not marry until he has tak 
en at least one human life. 
Of Mixed Egyptian and Arab Blood 

Though the Danakils are dark of 
skin, explorers believe they have 
little or no negro blood Put are a mix- 
ture of Egyptian ami Arab strains 
The typical Danakil is clear cut of 
feature hut almost painfully emaci- 
ated, for at the best his |,f,. is hanf 
in the desert, and famine not infre- 
quently kills whole tribes when lack 
of water wipes out their scanty flocks. 

Some Danakil tribes, until recent 
ly at least, never had seen a Eu- 
ropean The rule- s of Ethiopia never 
have had more than nominal control 
over them. Along the borders of 
French Somaililsnd an armed truce 
exists between Danakils and French 
garrisons, M< st of the Danakils an 
Mohammedans. 

The Danakil country is an ancient 
ocean bed most of which is now up- 
raised. It Iris hu«?e d oosits ,,f suit 
and potash, chalk beds, lava fields and 
in the north several active volcanoes 
Crocodiles and hippopotami thrive in 
the waters of the Awash in the south. 

There are bIso herds of zebra, ante- 
lope and wild boar, and farther north 
hardy herds ( ,f wild asses- find a pre 
carious living around the far-scat 
tered water holes. 

IKscrt West of Mussa All 
West of Mussa Ali (Mountain of" 
Moses) in the vicinity of which- 
Italian forces have been advnneinsr, 
the Danakil is a drv waste of hills, 
low mountains. deserts boulder- 
strewn barrens, basalt cliffs and can 
yons. Available maps show onlv oc- 
casional water scattered through the 
region. 

This area rouirhly marks the cen- 
ter of the Danakil To the no'th it 
is even more forbiddinsr, with volcan- 
oes active in- quiescent surrounded bv 
rough lava flows, a ehain of huge salt 
lakes alontr thi' western edge of thr» 
Danakil Depression, ("id man'- of the 
water holes so mineralized ss d make 
the water almost unfit to drink. 

Even in th" -had ■ t >mneraturea 
have beep registered from 140 to 15fl 
degrees Fahrenheit so much great- 
er than the normal t°mnerature of 
the human horly tbnt travelers cool 
their hands by placing them under 
their armpits. 

In the southern Danak" ius-t 
north of the railroad from Diibouti 
to Addis Alciba, the country is more 
inviting. Iliirh mounta'ns rise from 

6000 to S000 feet. A belt of forf t 
extends alontr the course of the Aw- 
ash River and game is plentiful. 
There are hot springs, Bwamos and 
m»ny water hol»s, with grassv ulai'it 

and thorn bush scattered h< re and 
there. 

Farther north this country merges 
into treeless plains, some grassy and 
others barren. Plains and hills al- 
ternate with open scattered bush. 
This type of country continues to the 
southern border of the Aussa Sul- 
tanate, due west of French Somali- 



land. Where the A mash River nears 
the border there is enough water for 
cultivation (if crops and grazing for 
abundant game and herds of cattle 
and camels. 

Most of the Danakil people are 
nomads, except those along the 
coast of the Red Sea in Eritrea, who 
are fishermen. Thev live largely on 
their herds of sheep and goats, with 
tome caravan traffic, and in the past 
at least, an occasional slave raid or 
plundering expedition. 
. Rifles a r( . comparatively few in trie- 
inner Danakil. A lance an! curved 
knife, a water skin and the scanti- 
est of clothes — in some cases little 
more than a loin-cloth comprise the 
attire of most of the Danakils;.

A letter signed by 1140 psychiatrists 
from 2t> different countries addressed 
to the statesmen of the world reads 
as follows: 

To the Statesmen 

Sir: 

We psychiatrists, whose duty it is 
to investigate the normal and dis- 
eased mind, and to serve mankind 
with our km wledge, feel impelled to 
address a serious word to you in our 
quality of physicians. 

It seems to us that there is in the 
world a mentality which entails grave 
dangers to manknd, leading, as it 

may, to an evident war-psychosis. 

War means that all destructive 
forces are set loose by mankind 
against itself. 

War means the annihilation of 
mankind by technical science. 

As in all things human, psycholo- 
gical factors play a very important 
part in the complicated problem of 
war. 

If war is t<> he prevented the na- 
tions and then- leaders must under- 
stand their own attitude towards war. 

By self-knowledge a world calamity 
may he prevented. 

Therefore we draw your attention 
to the following: 

1. There is a seeming contradic- 
tion between the conscious individual 
aversion to war anil the collective 
preparedness to wage war. This is 
explained by the fact that the be- 
haviour, the feelings, the thoughts of 
an independent individual are quite 
different from those of a man who 
forms part of a collective whole. Civ- 
ilized 20th century man still possesses 
strong, tierce and destructive in- 
stincts, which have not been subli- 
mated, to' only partly so, ami which 
break loose as soon as the community 
to which he belongs feels itself 

threatened by danger. 

The unconscious desire to give rein 
tn the primitive instinct, not only 
without punishment hut even with re- 
ward, furthers in a great measure the 
preparedness for war. 

It should he realized that the fight- 
ing-instinct, if well directed, gives 
energy for much that is good and 
beautiful. Hut the same instinct may 
create chaos if it breaks loose from 
all restraint, making use of the great- 
est discoveries of the human intel- 
lect. 

2. It is appalling to see how little 
the peoples are alive to reality. 

The popular itleas of war as they 
find expression in full-dress uniforms, 
mlitary display, etc.. are no longer 
in keeping with the realities of war 
itseh', 

The apathy with regard to the ac- 
tions anil intrigues of the interna- 
tional traffic in arms is surrpising to 
anyone who realizes the dangers in- 
to which this traffic threatens to leatl 
them. It should be realized that it 
is foolish to suffer certain groups of 
persons to derive personal profit from 
the death of millions of men. 

We come to you with the urgent ad- 
vice to arouse the nations to the 
realization of fact and the sense ol 

collective self-preservation, these 

powerful instincts being the strong- 
est allies for the elimination of war. 

The heightening of the moral and 
religious sense in your people tends 
to the same end. 

3. From the utterances of well- 
known statesmen it has repeatedly 
been evident that many of them have 
conceptions of war that are identical 
with those of the average man. Ar- 
guments such as "War is the supreme 
Court of Appeal" and "War is the ne- 
cessary outcome of Darwin's theory" 
are erroneous and dangerous, in view 

of the realities of modern warfare. 
They camouflage a primitive craving 
fi r power and are meant to stimulate 
the preparedness for war among the 
speaker s countrymen. 

The suggestive force of speeches 
made by leading statesmen is enor- 
mous and may be dangerous, The war- 
like spirit, so easily aroused by the 
cry that the country is in danger, is 
nol to be bridled, as was evident in 
1914. 

People*, as well as individuals, un- 
der the influence of suggestions like 
these, may become neurotic. They 
may be carried away by hallucinations 
and delusions, thus involving them- 
selves in adventures perilous to their 
own and other nations' safety. 

We psychiatrists declare that our 
science is sufficiently advanced for us 
to distinguish between real, pre- 
tended, and unconscious motives, 
even in statesmen. The desire to 
disguise national militarism by con- 
tinual talk about peace will not pro- 
tect political leaders from the judg- 
ment of history. The secret pro- 
motors of militarism are responsi- 
ble for the boundless misery which 
a new war is sine to bring, 

International organisation is now 
sufficiently advanced to enable states- 
men to prevent war by concerted ac- 
tion. 

Protestation of peace and the de- 
sire for peace, however sincere, do 
not guarantee the self-denying spirit

necessary for the maintenance of 
peace, even at the cost of national 
sacrifice. If any statesmen should 
think that the apparatus to ensure 
peace is, as yet, insufficiently or- 
ganised, we advise them to devote 
to this purpose as much energy and 
as much money as is now being ex- 
pended on the armaments of the va- 
rious countries. 

We cannot close without express- 
in.: our admiration of those states- 
men who show by their actions that 
their culture and morality are so 
far advanced that they can lead peo- 
ples to a strong organization of 
peace. In our opinion they alone 
are tru'y qualified to act as the lead- 
ers ni nations. 

We have the honor to be. Sir, 
your obedient servants.

This continual 
fretting affect- our physical Well be- 
ing, worries our mind ami ha- driven 
more than one person into the mad- 
house. It dwarfs the soul. It is the 
simplest thing on earth for one to 
hand out advice on "How To Get Rid 
of Worry" but the only safe way out 
it that found in these Scriptural 
words "But God was with him." Once 
we make up our minds that God is 
with us we will not fear. God take* 
care of the grass, He take- care of 

all Nature. He -ends the water and 
the sunshine and we have always 
been provided for and if we suffer 
many times it i- due to man'- inhu- 
manity to man. 

There is the text: "O ta t,' and see 
that God is good, blessed i- the man 
that trusteth in Him." Here we find 
the scientific method. Science and 
religion are not far apart alter all. 
In fact the Bible i- the older of the 
two and they work hand in hand. 
Science says, to reason back from 
facts to principles, first observing, 
then testing and drawing conclusions. 
First learning by experience, then 
verifying by experience. This scion- 



titie method is used by the Bible. God 
has led His i hurch and His people by 
experience. The lesson- from the 
Bible are lessons from experience. 

Religion can be known only by ex- 
perience which brings the testimony 
that "God is good!" The road to cer- 
tainty and assurance is the one given 
in the way of personal experience. 
There is hope for the heartbroken, 
hope for the disobedient, hope for the 
spendthrifts of life's possibilities 
once men make up their minds to take 

everything to God through the mes- 
sage of repentance and penitence by 
wireless prayer. God's arms arc still 
outstretched to men even though men 
are reluctant to come home to Him.

Speaking before approximately 100 
members of Winchester Post, '.'7. 
American Legion, last evening in the 
l egion Home. Speaker Leveretl Sal- 
tcnstall of the House of Representa- 
tives, emphasized the importance of 
each individual citizen taking! an ac- 
tive interest in local, state and na- 
tional government. 

lie warned of the increasing de- 
mand of the citizens on the govern- 
ment, stating that at the present time 
there are over 1900 bills, as well as 
38 recommendations of the Governor 
before the legislature making approx- 
imately 2(H) more than at this same 
time last year, which was a record 
year for bills. He staled that the 
citizens are demanding more from 
both stale and federal governments 
than at any time in our history. He 
believes that both private and public 
institutions should be kept going side 
by side and not discard > ither in fa- 
vor of the other. He called attention 
to the regimentation of citizens of 
such countries as Germany and Italy 
where the individual Is completely 
dependent on the government and 
awrns that we should safeguard our 
own democratic form of government. 

In a question ami answer neriod 
held at the close of the talk the Speak- 
er was asked what he thought of bi- 
ennial sessions for the Massachu cits' 
legislature. He cited Governor Cur- 
ley's recommendations nf Unicameral 
Legislature, reduction in member-hip 
and biennial sessions and stated that 
he agreed in part with those recom- 
mendations having voted in favor of 
biennial sessions and would vote 
again. He believe- that Unicameral 

Legislature as now in effect in Ne- 
braska through the t (forts of Senator 
Norris, should be carefully studied 
and b 'th -ides considered before acted 
upon by this commonwealth. 

Ho noint°d out that Massachusetts 
law covered every point of social leg- 
islation embodied in the Social Se- 
curity Law passed last year with the 
exception of unemployment insur- 
!>n<o ("lonirresa enacted its famous 
Social Security Law last session. He 
stated that Massachusetts had al- 
ways led its sister states in progres- 
sive legislation f-.r the welfan of its 
citizens. 

District Attorney Edmund R. Dew- 
ing who was present at the meeting 
was called upon to speak ami ad- 
dressed the gathering briefly on Youth 
and Crime. 

Comdr. John McCarthy presented 
Hon Leverett Saltonatall with a bill 
fold a< a token of the respect in which 
he is held hv the members of the lo- 
cal post. Refreshments were served 
at the close of the talk and both Mr. 
Saltonstall and Mr. Dewing stayed 
for the social hour that followed. Se- 
lectman Ray Wilkins introduced both 

speakers.

Its address, apt- 
j ly enough, is "Beaver House." 
' This event emphasizes the stellar 
j role fur has played on the stage of 
I Europe and North America, accord- 
| ing to a bulletin from the Washing- 
1 ton, D. C. headquarters of the Nation- 
; al Geographic Society, which points 
j out that the world's demand for furs 
I throughout the centuries, has never 
j ceased. 

j Valued first for warmth, then R3 
I adornment, says the bulletin, fur be- 
' came a luxury, to be enjoyed only by 
the wealthy few. Kings and emperors 
exchanged furs as gifts; royal cap- 
tives redeemed themselves with furs; 
I and only kings ;in ,j nobles and the 
i highest clergy were permited to wear 
certain kinds of fur. Some kinds, 
like the ermine of a judge, became 
; almost a badge of office for State offi- 
: cials. A man's social importance 
could be gauged by the amount and 
kind of fur he wore. 
Furs Have Affected History and 

Geography 
Like gold and spices, fur helped 
unroll tbe map of the world and af- 
1 feeted its political and economic his- 
! tory; for fur traders, trappers, and 
| hunters were frequently pioneers and 
! explorers as well. Russians, seeking 
| fur, stretched their power over Si- 
j beria. In North America. French, 
English, and Dutch ranged the lakes 
' and woods for pelts, and battled for 
j possession of this rich fur storehouse. 
Men like La Salle. Champlain, and 
Joliet. Daniel Boone. Kit Carson, and 
Jim Bridger, and Alexander Mac 
Kenzie. pushed back frontiers and 
, cleared up blind spots on our map. 

Quest of furs changed American 
and Canadian trading posts like New 
I York, Albany. Detroit, and St. Louis, 
Winnipeg, Montreal, and Edmonton, 
'into prosperous cities; founded pow- 
erful trading firms like the Hud- 
son'- Bay Company; built up fort- 
unes like those of John Jacob Astor 
and Lord Strathcona. From furs Can- 
ada derived its early prosperity; even 
j its present day boundaries roughly 
coincide with its early fur-trading 
anas. From fur- originated much of 
the foreign commerce of the United 
States. 

"Beaver Money" Used in America 

"Beaver." as far hack as Chaucer's 
day. was practically synonymous with 
"hat." And because Charles 1 ruled 

that no fur except beaver could be 
used in the manufacture of hats, de- 
mand for beaver peits increased to 
such an extent that new sources of 
supply were sought and found in 
North America. So important did the 
beaver become that it found a place 
on the seal of New Netherlands and of 
New Yoik City, and on Canada's coat 
of arms. 

A beaver pelt became not only an 
article of trade, but a medium of ex- 
change and a standard of value. One 

• skin bought a pound of tobacco or 
I four pounds of shot; five skins was the 

price for a plain red coat. Brass 
tokens for one. one-half, one-quar- 
ter, and one-eighth heaver were issued 
, by the Hudson's Bay Company, and 
, known as "beaver money." Beaver 
| House, home of the recently opened 
fur exchange in London, commemo- 
rates the historic and commercial 
i prominence of this little animal. 
Fur Has "Cone Democratic" 

I Beaver continues popular, but oth- 
| er furs now rival or exceed it in num- 
ber and value. An aristocratic luxury 
for centuries fur has gone democratic, 
j Although steam-heated houses put an 
' end to the need for heavy under- 

• clothing, windproof coats and rugs 
i became all the more necessary for out- 
I door wear. And high wages of World 
! War days and post-war prosperity 
| changed increasing numbers of house- 
I wives and stenographers from cloth 
! to fur coats. 

! As a result of this latter develop- 
: ment, there is now less call for sab- 
I les and other expensive furs, and more 
■ for cheaper grades like muskrat and 
I rabbit, that can he dressed and dyed 
I to resemble costly kinds. The musk- 
j rat frequently masquerades under 
j the trade name of "Hudson seal"; the 
! rabbit once hid behind some "•"> dif- 
I ferent classes from "Arctic seal" to 
J "Russian leopard." To obviate con- 
fusion, manufacturers now use more 
exact descriptive terms. 

I", s. World's Largest Producer of 
Raw Furs 

For 300 years Canada and tbe Unit- 
ed States have supplied large propor- 
tion of raw furs — beaver, fox. lynx, 
marten, mink, muskrat. skunk, rac- 
coon, weasel, and numerous others — 
that pour into various European cen- 
ters to l.e dressed and manufactured 
into finished articles. The United 
State- today is still the world's larg- 
est producer of raw furs, the industry 
centering in the Mississippi Basin. St. 
Louis is one of the World's chief raw- 
fur collecting centers. The sealskins 
from the Federal Government's Alas- 
ka herds are among the furs sold 
there. 

Streaming from North American 
centers like St. Louis. Seattle. Winni- 
peg, Montreal. Edmonton, and others, 
raw pelts focus on world-distributing 
centers |jke New York. London, and 
Leipzig) where they are auctioned 
off. Before the World War the Unit- 
ed States shipped most of its stock 
abroad; now New York challenges 
London as a raw-fur market for in ad- 
dition to its own catch, the United 
States imports peltries from all over 
the world.

Duke 
Humphrey of Gloucester's Manor of 
Pleasaunce, or Palace of Placentia, on 
the banks there, became a favorite 
royal residence, especially with all the 
Tudor kimrs and queens. Bluff Knur 
Hal (Henry VIII) was born in Pla- 
centia. and so were his daughters, 
Bloody Mary ami Klizabeth. 

Fun-loving Henry held gay parties 
at Greenwich, sumptuous tourna- 
ment-;. Christmas entertainments, 
and hunting parties. One Christmas 
he introduced a masked ball, "a 
thyng not seen afore in Englande." 
Queen Elizabeth Knighted Drake 

Near Greenwich 
When Elizabeth was christened, 
the Lord Mayor of London and the 
aldermen, in gowns of scarlet and 
golden collars and chains, rowed in 
their barge down to Greenwich. Ban- 
ners anil tapestries streamed from 
the walls of the houses, and green 
rushes covered the streets as the in- 
fant princess was carried to the 
church under a canopy. After the 
ceremony, "the trumpettes blewe" and 
the little Princess Boss and the royal 
| guests returned to the palace along 
; a torch-lighted way. 

As queen, Klizabeth spent many 
; summers at Greenwich, watching the 
I barges of the courtiers moving up 
and down the river, and now and then 
ships of her sea rtvers hound for the 
Spanish Main.

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By the circum tance of being in the 
machinery business instead of the 
motor car industry, a firm may be 
required to pay nearly twice the pay 
roll tax b vied under the Federal So- 
cial Security Act; by the accident of 
being located in New England it may 
pay two to four time- the tax of a 
Southern competitor. So point out 
Allen W. Rucker and N. W. Picker- 
ing, business economist in the latest 
pamphlet issued by Fai rel-Binning- 
ham Company. Inc. 

Terming the act as either "an un- 
fortunate blend id' radical politics 
and reactionary economists, or a re- 
markably clever socialistic device for 
Subverting economic freedom while 

maintaining the pretense of political 
liberty," the authors draw attention 
to striking effects produced by the 
legislation. 

Under the aubcaption entitled "Cen- 
tralized Wealth Control?" the fact is 
emphasized that Section Sil7-a of the 
Act requires that proceeds of the pay 
loll tax collections shall be paid, not 
as is often supposed, into a special 
fund, but into the Treasury of the 
United States as internal revenue.

Bv this compulsory issuance of new- 
debt, bv imminent concentration in 
Federal' hands of nine to thirty bil- 
lion dollars representing almost the 
total savings of the nation for the 
next l"i years, there is brought about 
a centralization of wealth control, 
and potential dominance of credit bv 
a bureaucratic government which 
would make John Law writhe in his 
grave.

Ethiopia, last native state of Afri- 
ca to remain free of white coloniza- 
tion or protection, strangely enough 
was ••discovered" by Europeans be- 
fore Columbus discovered America, 
and had a military alliance with a 
European power more than 400 years 
a*.o. 

The empire of Haile Selassie has 
been in contact with European ideas 
at intervals for at least 44"i years, 
and Portuguese adventurers were in- 
troducing European civilization to 
Ethiopia when Cortes was conquer- 
ing Mexico, says a bulletin from the 
Washington. !>. < . hea lquartei s of 
the National (ieoirraphic Society. 
Uri t i-h Successful!) Invaded Ethiopia 

Thouirh Kthiopia never has been 
conquered, a British army under Sir 
Robert Napier successfully invaded 
the country in 1868. The expedition's 
purpose, however, was not conquest 
but the rescue of several Englishmen 
held prisoners by an Ethiopian kintr. 

The Italians, before their defeat at 
Ariuwa in 1896, held a large part of 
northeastern Ethiopia and claimed a 
virtual protectorate over the country. 
Egypt, too, previously had conquered 
ami held for ten years the province 
and city of Harar. objective of the 
present Italian advance into south- 
ern Ethiopia. This represented an at- 
tempt by one African state to con- 
quer another, for Egypt then was a 
semi-independent section of the Turk- 
ish Empire, 

The tirst definitely dated arrival of 
Europeans in Ethiopia was in 1490, 
two years before Columbus started 
on the voyage that brought him to 
America, In those days Europe was 
full of stories of the legendary chris- 
tian kingdom of Prester John, sup- 
posed to lie somewhere in the Far 
East. Various expeditions had been 
sent in search of the kingdom, 

Believed to be Prester John's 
( ount r> 

Among the seekers for Prester 
John's land was Pedro de Covilham 
of Portugal. When he arrived in 
Ethiopia in 1490 and found that it 
was a Christian country, de Covilham 
believed he had reached hi> goal, and 
presented to the Ethiopian emperor 
a letter from the King of Portugal 
addressed to to Prester John. 

In those days the Mohammedan- 1 if 
the East were on the warpath. They 
were just being driven out of Spain, 
and their power in northern Africa 
was unchecked. They attacked Ethi- 
opia, and in response to a plea from 
the emperor the Portuguese in lo'J') 
sent a fleet and diplomatic mission 
around Africa to aid this newly-found 
Christian country against the com- 
mon enemy. At that time Ethiopia 
extended tii the Red Sea. 

Again in I - _ > 4 1 when the Moslem 
invader (Iran was overrunning Ethi- 
opa with his armies, the Portuguese 
landed 150 musketeers under Christo- 
pher da Gama, younger brother of 
Vasco da Gama who tir-t charted the 
route to India around Africa. 

Later the Portuguese sent Jesuit 
missionaries and other representa- 
tives to Ethiopia Bridges, castles 
and churches were erected in Eu- 
ropean style. Many of these struc- 
tures remain to this day. Efforts of 
the Portuguese to gain the allegiance 
of the Ethiopans to the Roman Catho- 
lic Church cause! trouble, however, 
and finally they were sent out of the 
country in 1633, after nearly I'iO 
years of influence there. 

From then until the 19th century 
few Europeans visited Ethiopia, 
Among the rare visitors was .lames 
Bruce, an Englishman, who was seek- 
ing the origin of the Blue Nile. In 
1770 he reached Lake Tana and found 
that body of water and its affluents 
to be the main source of the stream. 

Great Britain sent a diplomatic mis- 
sion to Ethiopia in 1805 to seek an al- 
liance and a port for British use on 
the Red Sea, in case Napoleon ac- 
quired Egypt for France by dividing 
up the Eurkish Empire with Russia. 
Thereafter an increasing number of 
white travelers, traders and mission- 
aries began visiting the country. 
British Invasion of Ethiopia 

For at least 300 years the Ethiopian 
provinces had been tiirhtmp; among 
themselves. In 1*-Vi King Theodore 

fought his way to supreme power. 

In 1864 he imprisoned tlv British 
consul and two other Englishmen 
when no answer was received to a 
letter he had sent to Queen Victoria. 
Arother English delegation arriving 
with a belated answer also was im- 
piisoned. Negotiations for the re- 
lease of the prisoners failed and Btit- 
ain decided to rescue them with an 
army. 

A force of 16,000 men, w ith a sup- 
ply and transport service of 12,640 
more, was sent from India. The army 
landed at Zula, a port on the Red Sea 
in what is now Eritrea, only 2~i miles 
south of Massaua, chief debarkation 
in Eritrea for Italian troops and sup- 
plies. 

Meanwhile Kiiur Theodore was hav- 
ing troubles at home. Several of his 
provinces had been lost or were re- 
belling against him, and many men 
were deserting from his army, which 
at first numbered 100,000 men. 

The Britsh forces invaded Ethiopia 
early in lsiis. digging wells and mak- 
ing roads as they went, and even us- 
ing elephants to help carry ammuni- 
tion and artillery. Their advance was 
n ade easier by the fact that the tribes 
in most of the country through which 
they passed were not hostile and sold 
large quantities of supplies to the 
troops. 

The British objective was Magdala, 
where the European captives were im- 
prisoned. The route of the invasion 
was through practically the same dry 
and mountainous country through 
which the Italian forces are now 
pa»ing. 

Near Magdala Theodore's army was 
badly beaten in a battle with the Brit- 
ish forces, and the Ethiopian ruler 
sued for peace and freed the European 
captives. When the British occupied 
Magdala they found Theodore a sui- 
cide The fortifications were destroyed, 
the town burned, and the British army 
left Ethiopia in May. 1868. 

Italy was the next white power to 
Come upon the scene Ethiopia. In 
18S2 the Italian government ac- 



quired Assab. a port in southern' 
Eritrea, which previously had been' 
leased to a private Italian firm, and 
in 1885 secured Massaua. Massaua 
I reviously had been in the hands of ' 
Egypt. 

1 he Ethiopians resented the oc- 
cupation of Massaua, for it was sup. 
posed to be a tree port, and in 1S»«7 
a detachment of 500 Italian troops 
was a tacked near Ma.--.aua and 4H' 1 
of them .slain. L'ntil then Italy's 
dealings had been with King John 
or Johanr.es. but he was killed in a 
war with the Dervishes of the Sudan, 
and Menelik II proclaimed himself 
Ethiopian emneror in 1889. 

Italy negotiated with Menelik the 
famous treaty of Uccialli which, un- 
der its Italian interpretation gave 
Italy a virtual protectorate over 
Ethiopia by providing that Ethiopian 
foreign relations should be handled 
through Italy. .Menelik, however, 
disagreed. 

Meanwhile the Italian- -..ere push- 
ing farther into Eritrea and Ethiopia 

I in the same region in which they are 
now advancing. They took Agordat 

1 (now in Eritreat in 1893 and Adigrat 
in 1 tsi»5, and pushed south to Makale, 
now again the objective of their ad- 
vance 40 years later. The Ethiopians 
besieged the Italian garrison at 
Makale, however, and the invaders 



were forced to surrender, although 
they were allowed to depart with full 
honors of war. 

In February of 1896 an Italian 
army of more than 13,000 men took 
the field, some of them white, some 
native, troops. Menelik. with a 
force estimated at 90,000, occuped a 
strong position near Aduwa. On 
March 1, the Italians advanced to 
attack the Ethiopians m four brig- 
ades. 

One brigade advanced too far and 
was attacked and cut to pieces by 
overwhelming numbers Menelik's 
army. As the other brigades ad- 
vanced to its support they, too, were 
attacked ana defeated piecemeal. The 
Italians 1 st 4600 white and about 
2000 native troops killed and wounded, 
and between H">'>|. anc J rii I prisoners. 
Hardly moii' than 2500 of the origin- 
al 13 ,t»i M» nun escaped. The Ethi- 
opians loss has been estimated at 
from 3000 to 1 7.00U. 

The Italian-' advanced with rein- 
forcements to avenge this defeat, but 

the Ethiopians, desperately short of 
supplies, had retreated out of reach 
by that time. In October. 1S'.M'>, a 
treaty of peace was signed recognil- 
ini' Ethiopia's independence and an- 
nulling the disputed treaty of 0c- 
cialli.

The glacier on which the camp has 
been located lies some 130 miles west 
of Carcross and was discovered on a 
reconnaissance flight made yesterday 
. afternoon by Wasson. Taylor, Dr. 
Winchester > Frank Henderson, eminent geologist 
Maiden j of Vancouver, and myself. Leaving 
Carcross shortly after 8 o'clock in the 
morning in cloudless weather with 
the temperature just above zero we 
flew for a total of seven hours and 
forty-five minutes reconnoitering over j 
Kiiiii square miles of mountainous 
country in this unmapped area of the 
Yukon.

On Jan. 10, tin- Group for the 
Preservation of Antiques, Mrs Earle 
E. Andrews, chairman, held one more 
in the series of delightful afternoon- 
of special study. Miss Mary Alice 
Fitch of the committee presented the 
speaker. Nina Fletcher Little of 
Brookline, to a large audience of 
Fortnightly members and guests from 
other clubs interested in the depart- 
ment which has set new standards for 
amateur students of antiques.

The colonists had little 
good china and not until the later 18th 
century did the Dutch Fast India 
Company bring to eastern Europe for 
reshipment the wares of China. I -jtt 
er the British Fast India Company 
(ari ud on the trade until the Revolu- 
tion when much .china decorated with 
American designs came in by way of 
the French islands. Many pieces, such 
as that of .John Hancock and the Der- 
by family showed armorial decora- 
tions. Later the Liverpool and Leeds 
potteries and, after 1820, the Staf- 
fordshire potteries, put American 
scenes on dishes of their distinctive 
potteries for sale in the new Repub- 
lic, using more intelligence than 
shown by the Chinese, although 
names of states, backgrounds and oth- 
er details, were often painted with 
much imagination and it seemed to 
he either a good business or a friend- 
ly gesture to combine on one dish a 
picture of an Fnglish manor bouse 
and a view of the opening of the B. 
& (>. Railroad or to show York Min- 
ster with the Fulton in the fore- 
ground. 

Early pieces showed the insignia of 
the Society of the Cincinnati, the 
American Eagle, Arms of the States 
end the Masonic Emblem or American 
Ships with flans. Occasionally com- 
plimentary salutation op a tribute to 
Washington. Lafayette and early 
patriots would appear with some 
American scene. One very beautiful 
plate shown on the screen had a pic- 
ture of New York with Governor's Is- 
land in the foreground and other very 
interesting pieces in the collection on 
the tables op on the screen bore no 
marks of the makers and could not 
l.e identified. Mrs. Little's wise en- 
thusiasm roused the spirit of adven- 
ture which would enjoy the search 
for classifications history of potter- 
ies, and history of the country and 
its trade and domestic life. 

Mrs. Little and others brought old 
pieces for exhibition and identifica- 
tion and during the tea hour there 
was continued talk about the col- 
lection and the interesting descrip- 
tions.

Ethiopia's terrain, over which any 
land troops invading the country 
must pass, is described vividly by Leo 
B. Roberts in an article in the Sep- 
tember. 1986, National Geographic 
Magazine. He also tells of the people 
arid their customs. 

Ethiopia's population has been va- 
riously estimated at from five and 
a half to twelve millions, writes Mr. 
Roberts. I believe about seven mill- 
ion is more correct, although no cen- 
sus has been taken. Officially. Ethio- 
pia is a Christian country; but within 
the confines of the empire there are 
also Moslems and pagans. 
Nine Times as Large as New York 
State 

In size Ethiopia comprises about 
124,000 square miles, or is nearly 
nine times as large as New York 
State. 

West of Eritrea and French Soma- 
liland there is an Ethiopian desert 
belt 10n mile- wide; its lava forma- 
tions resemble Arizona malpaia coun- 
try at its worst, The dry season 
strike- here with terrific force; water 
holes are far apart. 

In north and central Ethiopia are 
five Christian provinces: Tigre, Am- 
: hara, Gojjam, Wallo, and Nhoa: to the 
southwest is Kafa, the home of coffee 
which tuck its name therefrom; far- 
ther smith and east are smaller pro- 
vinces conquered by Emperor Menelik 
II. 

West of the desert is one of the 
world's most striking topographical 
features — an escarpment rising a mile 
or more above the arid lowlands, This 
massive barrier has isolated Ethiopian 
mountain dweller- from the outside 

world f<»r centuries.

Southern Ethiopia is reported to 
have lions. Many types of antelopes 
are to be found in the high Aruse 
country and ibex in the mountains of 
northern Tigre; but in Shoa and Goj- 
jam game is scarce. There are a few- 
small gazelles; and hyenas laugh in 
the night, but hide during the day. 
Baboons and little monkeys are plen- 
tiful and respond quickly to decent 
treatment. In the lagoonlike reaches 
of the Blue Nile, as well as in the lake 
proper there are herds of hippopotami. 
I saw as many as fifteen at one time 
enjoying the water. 

Forests along the Sudan frontier 
shelter elephants, lions, and leopards. 

By far the most important factor 
in the life of the people of Ethiopia's 
highland country is their church. 
There is a church on almost every hill, 
and on every sightly piece of land. It 
has been estimated that at the present 
time there are between 15 and IK thou- 
-and recognized churches in the Em- 
pire. 

Churches are built in groves of 
trees and are circular, with successive 
round enclosures where all ranks (the 
people, the deacons, and the priests) 
have definite stations. Location of 
doors is prescribed by custom; there 
being no windows, the interiors are 
gloomy. Entrance for the priests is 
on the east, for the men on the north; 
doors for women open to the south. 

Priests may marry once, engage in 
business, administer church-owned 
land, lend money, and act as judges in 
disputes. They daily hold services of 
prayer and chanting, and their fasts 
are long and severe.

SEVENTH SEASON 



Large Audience Acclaimed Choristers 
and Trumpeter Walter Smith 

Tin' Winchester Choral Society, un- 
der the direction of J. Albert Wilson 
und with Mary Ranton Witham, ac- 
companist, opened its seventh season 
Tuesday evening in the Town Hall, 
presenting the following program: 
Paine, "Freedom, Our Queen;" Os- 
good, "In Picardie;" two selections 
lor men's voices: (a) Dudley Buck, 
"On the Sea." ilii Brahms, "Lullaby;" 
Brahms, "I*our Love Songs;" Fan- 
ing, "Vagabonds" Kobe rt on, ''Mice 
and Men;" Gilbert and Sullivan. 
Chorusea from 'The Yoeman of the 
Guard," with contralto solo by Jo- 
sephine Taylor and bass solo by 
Dwight Papps; Sullivan-Brew -r, "The 
Lost Chord," with trumpet obligato 
by Walter Smith. Mr. Smith, the 
guest soloist, played: Levy, "Grand 
Russian Pantasie" and Rogers, Polka 
Militaire, "The Volunteer. ' 

One of the largest and most en- 
thusiastic audiences yet to greet Mr. 
Wilson and his singers attended 
Tuesday evening's concert, and the 
program was one of the most pleas- 
ing yet offered. Both halls and bal- 
conies were comfortably idled and at 
no previous concert has the applause 
been more spontaneous or sustained. 
Despite the director's obvious reluct- 
ance to prolong the program, encores 
were literally demanded alter five of 
the eight numbers sung by the chorus, 
and with the possible exception ol the 
"Italian street Song" no number 
among the many presented by the 
Society has given so much pleasure 
as the familiar "Lost Chord" sung 
at the finale. 

This stirring favorite provided one 
of the most thrilling program cli- 
maxes the Society has yet presented, 
sung as it was with trumpet obligato 
and the assistance of the organ. The 
chorus too seemed exalted by the 
breadth and dignity ol the selection 
and sang with a fervor ami depth of 
tone that has seldom been surpassed. 
At the conclusion of the number the 
audience hurst into applause that was 
entirely whole hearted, and even af- 
ter an encore had been granted, re- 
mained in their seats, clapping vig- 
orously as if hoping a second repeat 
would be sung. Despite the lateness 
of the hour one obviously was wanted. 

The t ut ire program w as pleasing 
and had been carefully chosen to pro- 
vide music lighter and more tuneful 
than that sung at previous concerts. 
It provided the chorus with ample op- 
portunity to display its versatility 
and each musical challenge of the 
widely divergent scores was success- 
fully met by director ami choristers, 
who sang throughout the evening in- 
telligently, with fine tone and an ab- 
solute fidelity to pitch. Artistic at- 
tacks and releases, precise entrances 
and flexibility have come to be taken 
as a matter of course by frequenters 

of Choral Society concerts and these 
musical refinements were easily ap- 
parent Tuesday evening. 

Especial mention should he made 
of the delicate staccato singing and 
swelling climax achieved in the old 
favorite, "Picardie," which again was 
enthusiastically encored ami repeated, 
without the assistance of the piano, 
in perfect pitch; and of the excellence 
with which the chorus made the par- 
ticularly difficult entrance to the third 
of the four "Love Songs" by Brahms, 
one of the feature numbers of the 
program. These four songs in wait/, 
tempo were beautifully done, the 
tenors singing several solo passages 
with a tine soft tone that was very 
effective. 

The varying moods of Failing's 
"Vagabonds" presented no difficulty 
for the chorus and the lilt of the re- 
frain proved very popular. Robert- 
Oil's arrangement of a time honored 
Scottish psalm tune for the selection, 
"Mice and Men" presented the Society 
with an excellent opportunity to dis- 
play the great volume of tone pos- 
sessed by its chorus and the strength 
of its tine hass section. This number 
was gleefully encored by the audience 
and repeated, also with no assistance 
from the piano. 

Opening with virile passages for 
men's voices, the Choruses from the 
"Yeomen of the Guard" covered mu- 
sic of widely divergent types, includ- 
ing the "dirge" of the second chorus 
ami the rapidly moving "patter" mu- 
sic which followed and was concluded 
with a well done vocal fanfare, much 
more difficult than one would suppose 
from the ease with which it was sung.

RICHARD B. DERB\ 

i The sudden death of Richard B. Der- 
by on Tue-day evening, at his home 
1st Mystic Valley Parkway, came as 
a painful shock to his large company 
id' friends and acquaintances in Win- 
chester. Mr. Derby had been in his 
accustomed health, and his pa-sing 
without a moment's warning found ins 
friends ,-o unprepared that they were 
at first incredulous of the sal news. 
Mr. Derby had been a resident of 
Winchester for 30 years and had tak- 
en a leading part in the civic life of 
the town. He was for a number of 
years a valued member of the Plan- 
ning Board, and he was also one of the 
board of directors id' the Home for 
Aged People. He was a man of un- 
usual sincerity and charm; his tare 
personality made friends id' till who 
were fortunate enough to know him. 
His death will be felt by a gn at num- 
ber of Winchester folk as a personal 
bereavement. 

Mr. Derby was born in lsTK in Con- 
cord, the son of Urbane and Helen 
Baker Derby. He was educated in the 
Concord schools and the Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology from 

whose school of architecture he was 
graduated in 1901, For almost 35 
years he had been a practising! archi- 
tect with offices iii Boston, first in 
partnership with T. D. Robinson in 
the firm of Derby and Robinson and in 
later years as the head of the firm 
of Derby, Barnes and Champnoy. 

He was notably successful in the 
field of domestic architecture, and he 
was the designer of a great number 
of attractive and other distinguished 
houses throughout New England, sev- 
eral of them in Winchester. He was 
the architect of not a few excellent 
public buildings as well, including 
the Henrietta Goodall Hospital at 
Sanford, Me., the Harrington Hospi- 
tal at Southbridge, the High School 
at Bedford and Hingham and the 
George Washington School on High- 
land avenue in Winchester. 

Mr. Derby was a member of the 
American Institute of Architects, a 
director of the Architects' Small 
Ho w,. Service Bureau and a director 
of the Historic American Buildings 
Survey. 

He h aves a widow, Mrs. Margaret 
c Derby, n brother, Mr. Fred Derby 
of Saybrook, Conn, and a sifter, Mrs. 
Albert Converse of Woburn. Funeral 
-ervices conducted by Rev, George 
Hale Reed were held Thursdav after- 
noon at the Unitarian Church in Win- 
chester. They were attended by a 
very large number of Mr. Derby's 
friends, including many of his pro- 
fessional colleagues from Boston.

State Forester Ernest J. Dean has

The Board has approved the fol- 
lowng streets for coasting: Everell 
road. Nelson street from Westley 
street down, Symmes road. Glengar- 
ry, Fenwick road, Wendell street 
from Boring avenue to Fitzgerald 
avenue, Hillcrest Parkway if approved 
by the Metropolitan District Com- 
mission. 

The Town Hall building was re- 
cently inspected by the Department 
of Public Safety and the report was 
"good" on all counts. 

The Board voted to make the re- 
port to the town on the construction 
of Chesterford road on the basis of 
50 per cent betterment assessments. 

The annual warrant from the Coun- 
ty Commissioners calls for the pay- 
ment of the following amounts on or 
before April 1. 1986 in connection 
with the Middlesex County Sanito- 
rium: $4,854.63 for maintenance, care 
and repair; $4000 on principal; 1,05.") 
on interest, or a total of $10,809.63. 



In a special report to the Leisla- 
ture, relative to certain ways, 
bridges, beaches and recreational fa- 
cilities, the Metropolitan District 
Commission and the Department ol 
Public Works flnd no reason for al- 
tering the existing layout of the Wo- 
burn Parkway, from Pleasant street 
m Woburn to Pond street in Win- 
chester, at present. 

The Commission finds that the 

Parkway in its present state makes 
an attractive drive along the west- 
erly shore of Horn Pond and as it is 
only 18 feet wide is now used almost 
exclusively for pleasure driving. A 
wide city street along the other side 
ol the Pond, much easier of access, 
reduces the tratiic which ordinarily 
would use the Parkway. 

To widen the present Parkway 
from 18 to 4o feet would in. an re- 
moving a large number of beautiful 
trees and destroying part of the 
scenic beauty of the present drive. 
The estimated cost of this widening 
with tin 1 Installation of a lighting 
system is $50,000. This seems an 
excessive expenditure upon a Bark- 
way which is not well known, due to 
its remote location, and also because 
it is not connected with any other 
Parkway or reservation under the 
control of the M. D. C. 

Regarding the proposed extension 
of the Parkway northerly in Woburn 
through Ellis and Grove streets in 
Woburn, across Winn street and pro- 
ceeding along Wright street through 

open land across Wynian and Lowell 
streets to Elm street, the Commis 
sion again finds the cost excessive 
for a way that would he restricted to 
pleasure cars. It is further of the 
opinion that it is inadvisable to un- 
dertake such a project in view ol the 
proposed new layout of Route 128, 
somewhere between Lowell and Elm 
streets in Woburn, which the Com- 
mission now has under advisement. 

The Commission makes the fol- 
lowing statement relative to the pro- 
posed extension of the Parkway 
through the West Side of Winches 

ter; 

"The resolve docs not specifical- 
ly mention the extension of the 
Woburn Parkway into the Town of 
Wnchester, but as it refers to "ex- 
tending said parkway beyond it- 
present termini" an investigation 
was made into the need or advis- 
ability of extending the parkway 
at tile Winchester end. The Se- 
lectmen. Planning Board, and a 
large number of citizens from the 
west side of the Town of Winches- 
ter were given a hearing at which 
time opposition was almost unani- 
mous to the construction or exten- 
sion of a parkway through this 
section of the town. In 1915 this 
same matter was reported on by 
the Metropolitan Park Commis- 
sion, who recommended the exten- 
sion of the Woburn Parkway to 
Winter Pond, thence by Woodside 
Road and Wild wood street to Cen- 
tral street, and through private 
land to the Mystic Valley Park- 
way, at a cost of $50,000. The 
Legislature 'lid not approve this 
recommendat ion, 

"At the present time the need of 
this extension is no greater than 
it was in 1915, and the location 
recommended at that time has 
since been developed with attrac- 
tive residences which eliminates 
consideration of this route on ac- 
count of excessive land damages. 

"The cost of the extension south- 
erly to Cambridge street (4 10 
mile long) : 

Construction $3 .1.1 MM I 

Land Taking 3,000 

"After careful consideration of 
this matter, the Joint Board be- 
lieves that as Route 128 has not 
yet been constructed, there appears 
to be no justification for extend- 
ing the Parkway in Woburn be- 
yond its present location, and as 
the present Woburn Parkway is 
restricted to pleasure vehicles, the 
expenditure necessary to widen the 
roadway does not appear to he 
warranted on account of its limited 
use."

Then comes a thaw followed by 
freezing and one has the choice of 
risking a broken leg on the sidewalk 
or a more serious encounter with a 
fa-l moving vehicle on the roadway. 

What I wish you would advocate 
in your paper is that each household- 
er use a shovel on the walk before 
his house as soon after each storm as 
possible. 

I've lived in this town 2:? years on 
a little used street where each resi- 
dent does just this, and when walk- 
ing is bad elsewhere it's always good 
and safe on the sidewalks of that 
particular strict. 

If there isn't an able-bodied man 
in the house here's a way to help de- 
serving men looking for work.

INTERESTING EXHIBIT AT 
LIBRARY ART GALLERY 

Many members of the Winchester 
Art Association attended la.-t Sun- 
day afternoon s pre-view of the ex- 
hibit of paintings by William J. Kau- 
la in the art gallery of the Public 
Library. Mrs. Henry S. Chapman 
presided at the tea table. 

Mr. Kaula's pictures are to be on 
exhibition at the library for a month 
and all lovers of art will do well to 
see them, not once but many times. 
They are of the sort that disclose 
new charm at each inspection. 

The artist Ls noted for his land- 
scapes and there is something parti- 
cularly restful and satisfying about 
the scenes that he portrays. Espe- 
cially is he gifted in the painting of 
clouds, and his skies are by no means 
the incidentals with which others too 
often poorly complete otherwise well 
done compositions. His clouds in 
particular reflect that fleecy shifting 
quality that is the despair of less 
gifted artists. 

At tirst glance the exhibit may 
seem just a bit monotonous, but clos- 
er inspection tinds each picture hav- 
ing! its individuality. Especially 
charming is "Old Red Mill." an in- 

teresting study of the usual box-like 
red structure placed part way down 
a tree line valley and seen from above 
with a bit of water below. 

There is much warmth of color in 
tin 1 autumn foliage of "Temple Hills" 
and fine depth and perspective in 
"Far Away Mills." Cleverly painted 
Is "Sunlight and Shadow," showing 
the sunshine sifting through the 
clouds of a passing summer storm. 

"Hilltop," is one of the most inter- 
esting of the smaller pictures shown, 
and there is a finely drawn old tree 
ind some beautiful foliage in "Val- 
>'•" 

Mr. Kaula has succeeded admirably 

in picturing a lazy haze hanging over 
green and purple clad hills in his pic- 
ture. "Mid Summer," the ability to 
create the feeling of distance adding 
much to the composition's appeal. 
There are fine trees and perspective 

in "The Brook" though the rather 
pronounced purple of the water is 
not usual and to some, not attractive. 
"Snow on the Hills" differs from 
many snow pictures, portraying a 

bleak hillside, partially clothed with 
snow, in a manner wholly realistic.

Count Zary- 
norT, Jack Washburn, Yvonne Robert, 
Bull Martin. Fnul Dusek, Fail Mc- 
Cready and Al Mercier. He appeared 

at one- of the last wrestling exhibi- 
tions given in Winchester, winning 
his bout easily. 

Mr. Kendrick was born in New- 
bury. Vt., and received his education 
in the public schools, attending Unl« 
versity of Vermont where he played 
i enter on the varsity football team 
and was a member of the- Kappa 
Sigma fraternity. 

He came to Winchester with his 
parents 11 years ago and during his 
residence here made many friends, 
particularly among local sports fol- 
lowers who admired "Big Jim's" 
ability, sportsmanship anil pleasant 
personality.

WINCHESTER IN ST HI IF FOR 
MOTHERS AND TEACHERS 



Three excellent speakers arc on 
the program for the morning session 
of the Institute to be held Wednesday, 
Feb. p.i at the high school. Mr. Her- 
bert Parsons who is to open the day's 
meetings was for many years Com- 
missioner of Probation for the State 
of Massachusetts. He is a lawyer, 
well known to the courts and to the 
judges of the state. He is a member 
of the Children's Commission and is 
on the faculty of the Simmons Col- 
lege School for Social work, where he 
teaches the course on Social Legis- 
lation. After he resigned as Com- 
missioner of Probation because of the 
age limit. In- was asked to become 
head of the Massachusetts Child La- 
bor Committee. This committee had 
existed for many year-, its purpose 
being to better child labor conditions. 
Due to the raising of the age at which 
a child could enter industry and be- 
cause the depression marie fewer 
jobs for children, this committee was 
not particularly active. 

Mr. Parsons became its director 
with the understanding that it was 
to work for the benefit of "the whole 
chilil," and not merely one phase, 
that of the child in industry. The 
name was changed to the Massachu- 
setts Child Council and he set to work 
uniting all state officials who were 
interested in child welfare. He 
brought together the heads of state 
departments such as Public Welfare, 
Education, Labor and Industry. Pub- 
lic Health and Mental Diseases into 
this Council to work for the- better- 
ment of the child. He is a man of 
wide experience, maturity of judg- 
ment and possesses a delightful sense 
of humor. We are fortunate to have 
him for our "Master of Ceremonies." 

The second speaker on the morn- 
ing program, Miss Bernice Henderson 
is Educational Secretary of tin 
Massachusetts Mental Hygiene So- 
ciety. She is a graduate of Smith 
College and also a graduate of the 
Smith College School for Social Work. 
After leaving Smith she was in the 
social service department of the Bos- 
ton Psychopathic Hospital for some- 
time. Later she worked for the Com- 
munity Health Association of Boston 
and from there went to the Depart- 
ment of Mental Hygiene at Colum- 
bia. She was in New York four 
years and then returned to Boston 
to take up her present position. 

Mr. Flwood Drake, the third speak- 
er, comes from Newton where he is 
head of the Department of Research 
and Guidance in the schools. He was 
graduated from Dartmouth anil then 
studied further at Columbia. Form- 
erly hi' was assistant principal of the 
Theodore Roosevelt High School in 
Des Moines. Iowa, which 's one of the 
outstanding modern schools in the 
country. He was one of the special- 
ists who conducted the National Sur- 
vey of Secondary Education which 
was under the Office of Education in 
Washington, D, C. Mr. Drake- is a 
New Englander and although he has 
been in Newton a short time', he is 
already well known for his work in 
child guidance. 

The whole purpose of the Institute 
is to gain a better understanding of 
the normal child in the home and in 
the school. Miss Henderson will 
speak on the parent-child relationship 
and Mr. Drake will talk on the child 
in the school. 

There is a special shelf of books 
at the Public- Library on various sub- 
jects related to the day's topics, for 
anyone who may be interested in 
reading them.

WRITES OF J.ATK KIN<; AND 
NEW BRITISH RULER 

Many residents of Winchester saw 
the late King George V. of England 
during the war and there are some 
interesting stories told about both he 
and his son, the present Kinir Edward. 

The writer attended a review held 
for the King and when he went by the 
Australian section of the British 
Army a sergeant spoke up and said, 
"Here we are George from way down 
under." The King could hardly be- 
lieve his ears as no resident of the 
British Isles would think of doing a 
thing like that. But he took off his 
hat and waved it to them and laughed. 

People who have never had any 
contact with the British Royal House 
cannot imagine the dignity and pomp 
that go with a ruler who reigns over 
an empire of 450,000,000 people. 

Immediately after the Armistice, 
King George and his whole family 
eame to Paris and the reception given 
them was like that a Roman Emperor.

Singapore guards the narrow Strait 
of Malacca between the Indian Ocean 
and the China Sea. Rich res mces 
and a strategic location made ri v om 
town of the little settlement. Half 
the world's supply of tin and three- 
fourths of its rubber are shipped 
form the great docks along the water 
front. Assorted ships f.om every 
port in the world crowd the •• irbor. 

The city is a curious combination 
of East and West, a jumble of solid 
government buildings. Malay 11103- 
ques, Hindu temples, and Chinese 
joss houses. On the concrete ro*d.«, 
once elephant paths, automobiles honk 
past slow two-wheeled carts drawn 
by humped cattle. Across the blue 
waters of the Strait the solid, gnen 
Malay jungle fills the skyline. 

Southeast from Singapore, across 
the many islands of Netherland India, 
lies Darwin, seaport of North Aus- 
tralia. With a population of 2000 
Darwin is not exactly a busy metro- 
polis. Commerce is desultry, the east 
coast steamer leaves once a month 
and the steamer for the west coast, 
once every two months. There is also 
one railroad which stretches 300 miles 
through the empty interior, and 
conies to a dead end nowhere in par- 
ticular.

Paralleling the cathedral building 
era of the Middle Ages, a new age of 
cathedral building is under wav in 
many parts of the world, savs a 'bul- 
letin from the Washington, l>. C. 
headquarters of the National Geo- 
graphic Society. Architects are pos- 
ing over blueprints, cranes are lifting 
huge blocks of stone into position, and 
artisans are busy chiseling out sta- 
tues and delicate stone tracery as new- 
temples rear their pinnacles skyward. 
Two for Baltimore 
When finished, the Cathedral of St. 
John the Divine will rank third on the 
list of the world's largest, seating 10,- 
000 people, with standing room for 
10,000 more. Its exterior length, Ml 
feet, is exceeded only by St. Peter's 
in Rome, which is 718 feet long. Its 
central tower will soar 465 feet. Dis- 
tinctive features are the seven Chap- 
j els of the Tongues, in which services 
are occasionally held in foreign lan- 
guages. 

In Washington, I». C. work is going 
forward on a great 14th century Goth- 
| if edifice. High above the city, on Mt. 
St. Alban, rise the lofty gray wails 
of the Washington Cathedral of Sts. 
Peter and Paul. Its exterior length 
will be 534 feet. Its central tower 
will rise 262 feet. Among the out- 
standing features of this superb 
Structure are the Bethlehem Chapel, 
containing tombs of Woodrow Wilson 
and Admiral Dewey, and the choir 
stalls carved from oak trees that pre- 
viously stood on the grounds. 

Baltimore is to have two new ca- 
2 i thedrals, The Roman Catholic Cathe- 
dral of the Assumption of the Blessed 

I Virgin Mary will be Romanesque, with 

I a nave seating 2.~>u*i people. The twin 
(towers thinking its main entrance will 
I recall Notre Dame of Paris. The 
! Protestant Episcopal Cathedral of the 
j Incarnation, of which only the pro- 
cathedral is built at present, will be 
a limestone edifice suggestive of Eng- 
lish and French Gothic types. Seat- 
ing about 3000, it will be approximate- 
ly .'{:!(! feet long, with a spire 400 feet 
high. 

L'uhted Cross a Beacon to Ships 

Ground was broken in the summer 
of 1932 in Upper Roxborough, Phila- 
delphia, for the Cathedral Church of I 
Christ. Built in a free Gothic style, 
it will be 160 feet long, and have a ca- 
rillon tower 220 feet high. 

After the fire of 1906 had swept the 
homes ft 'om the crest of Nob Hill, San 
Francisco, the cornerstone was laid 
there in 1910 for Grace Cathedral, to 
be the largest of its kind west of the 
Mississippi. This partially construct- 
ed, 340-IOOt edifice is being built chief- J 
ly of steel-reinforced concrete. The I 
lighted cross on its central tower will 
be the highest point on the city sky- I 
line, and visible for miles to ships en- 
tering San Francisco Hay. 

Other cathedrals being projected in 
the United States are St. Philip's in 
Atlanta, Ga.; Trinity, in Trenton, N. | 
.1.; St. Mark's, in Seattle and the part- 
ly finished St. John the Evangelist, in 
Spokane, Wash. 

Cathedrals in Africa 

Spain is building two new cathe- 
drals. In the suburbs of Madrid have 
been built the foun lations and shrine 
of La Almudena. In Barcelona, the 
shrine and two towers of La Sagrada 
Familia have been completed. 

England, home of many ancient ca- 
thedrals, is still building them. An 
Anglican cathedral, that will take its 
place with the largest in the world, is 
being erected in Liverpool. Situated 
on St. James Mount, this huge Gothic 
structure dominies the city and is 
a landmark to ships on the River Mer- 
sey. Built principally of locally quar- 
ried red sandstone, its exterior will 
be 619 feet long and its large central 
tower. !»7 feet square, will rise oOK 
feet above floor level. Its foundation 
stone was laid in 1904 by King Ed- 
ward, and the choir alone was 20 years 
in building. A War Memorial chapel 
contains an illuminated vellum Roll 
of Honor on which are inscribed 
names of the nearly 40,000 Liverpool {Ipty, to h * 
men who perished in the World War. 

Brownlow Hill, Liverpool, has been 
chosen as the place for an immense 
Roman Catholic cathedral, in which 
10,000 worshipers will be able to see 
| the high altar at the same time. On 
'the site, where the foundation stone 
was laid in June. l'.Kio, will rise a mas- 
sive domed brick structure, probably 
of the Renaissance period. It is ex- 
pected that it will take at least 20 
years to build. 

Still another cathedral is being built 
in Guildford. Eng. In Victoria, B. C. 
Christ Church Cathedral was complet- 
ed in 19.T2. It is .'JOo feet long, topped 
by a tower 185 feet high. In the 
south aisle, children's eyes may wan- 
der to the robin and its nest carved 
in stone on the canital of one of the 
columns. It commemorates the trust- 
fulness of a nair of robins that, dur- 
ing construction of the building, nest- 
ed and reared their young on the scaf- 
i folding, unafraid of the workmen 

At the other side of the globe. Brit- 
| i-di choristers are singing in St. 
George's Cathedral. Capetown. South 
I Africa, the foundation stone of which 
I was laid in 1901 by the Duke of York. 
I later King George V. In this French 
j Gothic building of warm yellow stone, 
j the windows are narrow and placed 
high to avoid glare of the African 
; sunshine. 

In Nairobi, capital of Kenya Col- 
ony. East Africa, the Cathedral of the 
Highlands i- being reared. Built, of 
locally-auarried bluish-gray stone, it 
awaits the addition of its twin towers.

Another frontier has crumbled be- 
fore modern science. El-Azhar Uni- 
versity in Cairo. Egypt, has admit- 
ted courses in modern science into 
a curriculum that for more than 900 
has taught its scholars that 
the world is flat. El Azhar has also 
hired a librarian to completely mod- 
ernize its archaic library. 

El-Azhar, founded in 988 by the 
Caliph El Aziz, is the chief seat of 
learning and center of political 
thought of the Moslem world, says 
a bulletin from the Washngton, 1>. 
C. headquarters of the National Geog- 
raphic Society. I> teachings pro- 
foundly affect the thinking of the 
thousands who study there and of 
the millions of Moslems whose lead- 
ers they will be. 

Once a Mosque 

F'ew universities have as unusual 
or as picturesque a setting as has 
El Azhar. In its carter years the 
beautiful building was a mosque, but : 
16 years after its completion it was i 
turned over to Moslem scholars. For i 
nine centuries its voice has been a 
powerful one in the Mohammedan 
world. 

The present day rectangular -true- 
ture, east of modern Cairo, and in j 
the heart of the natve city, has been | 
so often restored that little of it | 
can be said to date from the tenth | 
century except the central court. A 
great deal of the original mosque | 
was wrecked during the earthquake j 
of 1303, but since that time the ml- | 
ers of Egypt have delighted to add 
sanctuaries, columns, arcades, cupo- 
las, and fantastic minarets. 

From every .tart of the Moslem 
world students come each year to 
study at theis unique institution of 
learning. Nigeria, the Gold Coast. 
Morocco, India. Turkistan, Persia, 
Zanzibar, Arabia, and Borneo send 
their scholars for a course of study 
that may extend over 1"> years, al- 
though successful students receive 
the Shadadet el Alimiya, or "dip- 
loma of learning" at the end of the 
twelfth year. For three years more 
they may teach at El -Azhar, or at 
institutions of similar standing; and 
by taking a course in the "special- 
ization secton" may receive a final 
degree, or "diploma of specializa- 
tion." 

.. "Inflection, Versification, and 
Traditions" 

The old Arabic, curriculum may 
seem a bit odd to students in western 
universities. One is reminded of Lewis 
Carroll's "Alice in Wonderland" by 
.-lull courses as: grammatical in- 
flection, theology exegesis, syntax., 
prosody, versification, algebra, anil 
traditions. History, geography, and 
arithmetic are optional studies, for the 
emphasis is always upon religious 
and civil teaching of [slam, as well

All Based on Charity 
Most of the 5000 students of El- 
Azhar in recent years have been na- 
tive Egyptians; but rubbing should- 
ers with them are black, brown, and 
yellow Moslems, for the Mohammed- 
an scholar forgets nationality and 
race in a unity of creed. Instruct- 
ion is free, and in addition there are 
doles for bread and other necessities, 
all contributed by pious and wealthy 
Moslems. 

Many of the inctructors are unpaid, 
being mostly learned men of Cairo 
and other Moslem cities, who eke out 
a living by private tuition and by 
conying manuscripts. At the head of 
this unique system of pedagogy is 
a rector, one of the chief Moslem 
authorties in Egypt, and a govern- 
ing committee of five. Since 1929 
a number of reforms have been 
gradually inaugurated to adapt the 
teaching of the university to present- 
day needs, but the present sweeping 
changes are the most radical El-Az- 
har has ever known. 

Egypt also possesses a splendid 
State University in Cairo. This in- 
stitution, founded in 1H08. was reor- 
ganized in European style in 1925. 
It offers courses in medicine, law, art. 
and sciences under both Egyptian and 
European instructors. Recently the 
American Uniersity at Cairo, which 
gives courses in Oriental studies for 
foreigners, as well as courses for 
native Egyptians, dedicated a new 
Oriental Hall and a modern build- 
ing for its School of Oriental Studies. 

The Ministry of Education of 
Egypt maintains at Cairo more than a 
score of primary schools in the Eu- 
ropean style, as well as secondary 
schools, colleges for teachers, and nu- 
merous native elementary schools.

Final Burial of Chinese 

When ii Chinese dies In a foreign 
land tiis last request most always Is 
that his bones be returned to the fa- 
therland and placed beside the bones 
of bis ancestors so that his soul may 
be at peace. Bach casket is opened, 
whenever possible, in the presence of 
a member of the family, should one be 
In this country. From a small tube, 
placed inside at the time of death, 
metnl'ors of the association remove a 
scroll bearing the name of the Chinese 
and bis life history. 



Lithuania's first election under its 
amended Constitution has returned to 
the Presidency of that Baltic Repub- 
lic the man who held the oflice for the 
last five years. The Board of Elec- 
tors was unanimous in its choice of 
President Smotona, who has hold sev- 
eral other important povernniont of- 
fices. The event is of particular in- 
terest to the more than one million 
residents of the United States of 
Lithuanian descent. 

Lithuania, the southernmost of the 
three major Baltic countries carved 
out of prewar Russia, borrowed many 
of the principles of its republican 
povernment from the United States, 
says a bulletin from the Washington, 
D. C. headquarters of the National 

Goopraphie Society. An incident in 
this connection was the presentation 
in 1!>22, by Lithuanians in America, 
of a "liberty bell" to the mother coun- 
try in commemoration of the fourth 
anniversary of its independence. The 
bell is runp on all national holidays 
and days of historical sipnificance to 
the country. 

People Speak an Ancient Tcnpue 
Over the present country of Lithu- 
ania, which in the 15th century ex- 
tended from the Black Sea to the Bal- 
tic, the armies of Germany and Rus- 
sia crosed and recrossed during the 
World War. Germans often raided 
the country to capture cattle and the 
Russians counter-attacked to pain 
immediate results for the moral effect 

elsewhere. 

These fair-haired and blue-eyed 
people speak a laneuape which is 
said by some philolopNts to be the 
oldest living language today. It re- 
sembles the primitive Sanskrit and 
is distinctly different from the Sla- 
vonic family, the Teutonic and the 
I^atin. 

The eonquerinp nations who ruled 
the territory from time to time have 
attempted to stamp out the native 
t'.nirue by reo,uirinp children to use 
textbooks and prayer-books written 
in the Lyrillic alphabet, but they have 
never been entirely successful. 
Ancient Capital Claimed by Poland 

The ancient canital of this area, 
which now is sliphtly less than that 
of West Virginia, was Vilna, whoso 
narrow and windinp streets, stony 
pavement-; and horse-cars pive it a 
quaint and almost medieval atmos- 
phere Thouph the seat of govern- 
ment now is Kovno. many of the 
preat events in Lithuanian history 
center around Vilna, in the area 
claimed by Poland. 

The disputed southern part of 
Lithuania, now occupied by Poland.

miles. 

Vilna was founded at the junction 
..f the Vilna and Vilayka rivers by 
Gedimin in 1322. and is connected by 
railway lines with Petroprad and.

Home of Strange People 

This distant string of fog-enshroud- 
ed, storm-lashed islands, strung like 
a necklace between Japan and Kam- 
chatka Peninsula, is the most wester- 
ly group of the north Pacific's bridge 
of islands, says a bulletin from the 
Washington. D. C. headquarters of the 
National Geographic Society. The is- 
lands are known to the casual visitor, 
however, as the home of the Hairy 
Ainus, ii curious people who live in 
the ground, rather than as a series of 
subarctic airports. 

Like the Aleutians, the Alaskan 
span of the Pacific bridge, the Kurds 
are a string of volcanic peaks, dead 
and alive, whose smoking heads pro- 
trude above the cold and stormy 
waters of the north Pacific and stake 
out. the Sea of Okhotsk. Thus they 
form a haven for the Japanese fisher- 
men who swarm over this island-girt 
sea in summer. Stretching between 
Kamchatka and the Japanese Island 
of Yezo, they have long been known 
to the Russian who exploited their 
valuable furs. Not until recent years 
have the Japanese become interested 
in these next door neighbors. 

The desolate islands are "a cradle 
of blizzards." hazards to the mariner 
and aviator alike. Storms ami squalls 
spring up from nowhere, low-lying 
fogs hug the water's surface in 
spring and summer, hidden rocks lie 
in wait for the unwary navigator and 
swift currents race through narrow- 
straits. However, the lost sailor may | Originated 
tell when he is close by the vast 
fields of brown seaweed or kelp which 
float on the water. Old salts who 
can "smell the beach" when near land 
are not alone In this useful ability 
when sailing these foggy waters. I 
Even landlubbers know when the Ku- i 
rils are near by the acrid sulphur I C),m;l 
fumes which exude from many of the; ctdors 
smoking volcanoes. The roar of sea 
lions fighting for their harems, land 
birds flying over the sea, and the in- 
creasing coldness of the temperature 
are other signs of danger. 

Volcanoes and Mosquitoes 

Perhaps as he flew over these 
steaming safety valves of the earth, 
Yoshihara felt, as did the World Fly- 
ers, the hot blast of Vulcan* breath. 
Certainly when he landed he b?camo 
acquainted with the vast swarms of 
mosquitoes which make life unpleas- 
ant in these far north isles. 

Many of the islands are not so in- 
hospitable. Yetorofu, the largest, 
has a Japanese settlement in addition 
to the Ainus. There children in uni- 
form go to school daily, are taught 
jujutsu and wrestling, and learn to 
fence and to swim. 

Nevertheless, life is not much more 
advanced in this distant colony than 
it was in the days when Perry visited 
Japan. The natives still cling to 
ancient customs, as the Army Flyers 
soon found out when tiny swooped 
down from the northern skies. Re- 
moving the hat. and keeping on dirty 
shoes when entering a spotless home 

seemed strange to the islanders, who 

did the opposite and the more sensi- 
ble thing. Compared to the little na- 
tives, the flyers were giant-. In fact, 
everything was small. The houses 
were tiny, horses dwarfed, and trees 
stunted.

Gregorian Calendar Reform Affected 
Easter 

Since the Nicene Council, the -ame 
method of determining Easter has 
been employed, although there has 
been a major calendar change which 

affected Easter along with all other 
dates. In March 1582, Pope Gregory 
XIII ordered that the Julian Calen- 
dar, the method of recording time in- 
stituted by Julius and Augustus 
Caesar, be abandoned in favor of the 

more accurate calendar worked out 
by the gnat Neapolitan astronomer 
Aloysiu- Lilius. This calendar was 
called either the Gregorian or New 
Style Calendar. 

At the time of Pope Gregory's de- 
cree then- was a difference of 10 | 
days between the "old stylo" and the 
I "new style" Calendars, a difference 

that would continue to increase be- 
cause of Julian error-. Catholic 
countries soon adopted the Gregorian 
system, but it was not until 1T.VJ that 
England and her colonies accepted it 
By that time there was a difference 
of 11 days in the two systems. When 
the calendar change was made in 
England, Sept. :i. 17o2, became Sept.

reform. From these it resolved the 
three major plans outlined ah 
The Committee may advocate a 
finite plan for world acceptanc* 
the League of Nations meeting 
September.

A second and less drastic reform 
proposes a 12-month year with eight 
months of oMI days and four months 
of 31 days, as against the present 
system which in ordinary years has 
seven months of .".I days, four of 30 
days and one of 'JH days. This would 
give an irregular number of weeks 
in a month, and the week days would 
not fall on the same date in each 
month. In addition, it would be ne- 
cessary to have one "leap day" every 
vear and two in leap year. Both would 
be "blank days" and would permit 
the calendar to he a perpetual one. 
Under this plan Jan. 1 would always 
fall on the same day of the week. 

The equalization of the quarters of 
the year, each quarter containing two 
months of :i<> days and one month of 
31 days, is a third proposed reform. 
Here again the annual "leap day" 
would be necessary, but it would not 
be "blank." As a result the calen- 
dar would not be perpetual. Although 
this last proposal would occasion less 
change from the present system than 
the other two, it would result mere- 
ly in an improved variable calendar. 
The variable aspect of the Gregorian 
calendar is the evil which most re- 
forms are endeavoring to avoid.

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Problem 
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To the Editor of the Star: 
j Enclosed is the fourth "Annual Re- 
I port" on the cost of the Depression 
j in Winchester. 

• Reference to the final table shows 
I that expenditures for four years have 
totalled $955,000, of which $591,000 
I has come from the citizens of the 
town, either by taxation or volun- 
tary subscription. 

The opinion has been expressed, 
not only in Winchester, but in many 
parts of the country, that it would 
have been better :f the straight dole 
j had been used, instead of work re- 
| lief. The answer to this problem in 
any community seems to depend up- 
on the type of work projects which 
have been carried on. an 1 whether 
or not they have a permanent value 
when completed. 

In Winchester, work relief certain- 
ly has proved to be the proper choice. 

Tlie average number of families 
that have required relief of some type 
has remained pretty constantly at 
about 300. and with an average of 4.1'. 
persons per family, this means 1260 
persons; thu> 9 per cent of our popu- 
lation is on relief. The Welfare Board 
estimates that a fair average weekly 
cost of supporting these families 
would be about $10 each. 

On a "direct relief" basis, which is 
another name for a straight dole, it 
would have cost $150,000 per year, 
and $000,000 in four years, which 
turns out to be almost the exact 
amount which the town itself has 
actually contributed under the work 
relief program. 

In Massachusetts, contrary to some 
other states, there has never been 
any straight relief under the Federal! 
program, and it is well that there has 
not. Under this kind of aid, a man 
comes in once a week, gets his check,' 
and goes home to sit in idleness until : 
the next pay day. This method has 
been in force to a large extent in 
New York City, because of the ina- 
bility to find work enough to keep] 
the recipients employed. Four years 
of this can result only in complete 
demoralization of any individual.

We would have had to spend $600,- j 
000 anyway under the dole, and would 
have nothing to show for it. Instead, I 
we spent $587,000 for wages, which 
happens to be almost the exact 
amount raised within our own town; 
and we have put with it $261,000 for 
materials, etc. By this course we 
have done much toward maintaining 
the morale of our unemployed fellow- 
citizens, and we have, in addition, a 
long list of town improvements with 



the oil burner, the tank, and switches, 
and shows where each is in relation 
to doors and windows. This saves the 
firemen from hunting blindly in a 
dense oily smoke for the location of a 
blaze. Shortly before this work be- 
gan two firemen were killed in Great- 
er Boston from this very cause. 

A traffic survey, as yet unfinished 
because not yet authorized under W. 
P. A., will furnish the Selectmen with 
full information needed for the co- 
ordination and safety of traffic. If it 
is the means of saving one lite it will 
easily pay its own way. 

In conclusion, the foregoing is only 
a partial list of the many projects, 
targe and small, which have been car- 
ried on during the past four years. 
Many of them would have been done, 
anyway in future years at the town's

of its frequent rampages, there was 
a safe navigable waterway to the 
great Yangtze valley market town. 
Other caiiaN, stretching like fingers 
into Shasi's neighborhood where good 
roads and railroads were unknown 
also aided in the Mow of goods into 
ami out of Shasi. 

It was modern transportation that 
dealt a blow to Shasi. Before 1896 
when Ichang, farther upstream, was 
opened to foreign trade, huge junks 
from Szechwan Province brought 
their cargoes to this port where they 
were transferred to Hupeh junk's 
which plied between Shasi and Hank- 
ow. The Hupeh junks returned to 
Shasi with goods destined to consum- 
ers in inner China, thus making tin 
port city a great distributing center 
as well as a concentration point. 
Raw Cotton Aids Comeback 

While Shasi has never overcome 
the jolt dealt its commerce since 
Ichang rose to its present position 
among upper Yangtze ports, and the 
slow moving junks have never been 
able to compete with the fleet, steam 
belching vessels in the river, the fer- 
tile backyard of the city has refused 
to allow the port to fade from the 
Yangtze commercial picture. Raw- 
cotton, grown in large quantities has 
been a leading factor in keeping ship- 
ping active in the port. That com- 
modity also has kept the city's tex- 
tile mills in operation as well as the 
thousands of spindles that are to be 
found in the homes. 

The Yangtze has given the city life 
and prosperity, but the river often 
has caused disaster to its inhabitants 
and industries. Frequently in its his. 
tory Shasi has suddenly been deluged 
with tlood waters which have stripped 
many homes from their foundations, 
taken the lives of thousands of its 
inhabitants in a few short hours, and 
(leaned the near-by farms of valu- 
able crops. In the wake of the floods 
have come enidemics of disease. 

After each disaster, Shasi has 
speedily returned to normal and trade 
has been resumed. Despite the re- 
building, however, the city has 
change .i but little from the drab clus- 
ter of low buildings that it was be- 
fore it was declared a treaty port 37 
years ago. A large part of the city 
is below the level of the Yangtze and 
is protected by dikes.

To the Editor of The Herald: 

Ex- President Hoover in his AAA 
speech uttered these words: "Blessed 
are the young, for they shall inherit 
the national debt." 

I am 28, married, with three chil- 
dren. I was horn of good stock who 
originally settled in this country in 
1641. My ancestors, whom I can trace 
back to' it*i, were hard-working, 
thrifty people. They paid their hills 
and by the sweat of their brows BC« 
cumulated what they could to hand 
down to tin- generations to come that 
this might he a better world to live in. 

They recognized the code of lift-, 
"work," not "shirk." They did make 
this world a much better place to in- 
habit. 

My grandfather worked very hard 
all his life. He reared a large fami- I 
ly. He paid his hills and accumulated 
a comfortable fortune from his own 
endeavors.

A very serious condition has grown' 
in the hard coal section of Pennsyl- 
vania during the depression. This 
is called the bootlegging of coal and 
consists of the mining of coal by the ; 
more ambit ions of the unemployed on 
land that is either not their own or 
belongs to the coal companies them- 
selves. The coal companies find it 
almost impossible to pet a conviction 
when they dare to arrest anyone due 
to politics, and these men sell the 
companies own coal against them at 
nit prices. This bootleg coal i- trucked 
at night as fai a- Philadelphia and 
New York, and often the slate has 
not been picked out as the coal com- 
panies do. New York State has passed 
a law which states that all coal must 
have a way hill and the bootleggers 
cannot obtain this and when ever 
caught are fined heavily. 

The miners have been told repeat- 
edly that one more prolonged strike 
will put the hard coal business where 
the bus put the street car hut they 
seem to think that the government 
will take care of them either by na- 
tionalizing the minis, a system by 
which the taxpayers pay the deficit.

in considering the financial condi- 
tion <>f municipalities in Massachu- 
setts and giving particular reference 
to the tax collection record, Win- 
chester ami your work has just now 
been given analysis l»y me as com- 
pared to other similarly situated 
communif les. 

Your record is a remarkable one. 
and I am of opinion that much of the 
present sound financial condition of 
Winchester rests upon the work that 
you hav< so efficiently accomplished, 
out of curiosity I checked hack over 
the years and found a condition much 
differenl some years" ago when the 

tax collection record did not reach the 
level of excellence to which you have 
brought it. It is axiomatic that a 
community cannol spend any more 
money lor governmental activities 
no matter how worthy or good In 
. very respect they would he for per- 
sons unless the community has a tax 
paying ability to reach that level of 
expenditure. ' The quick collection of 
taxes which you have made possible 
not only demonstrates very speedily 
the ability of the community to have 
.i a governmental way to the extent 
mat they are of opinion appropria- 
tions can he male hut also makes 
clear to all lenders of money and oth- 
ers thinking in terms of credit the 
capacity to which a community can 
absorb costs of government. Too 
manv communities being unable or 
incapable through an ineffective tax 
collector to bring much by way of 
tax levies into the treasury, plow 
ahead with the thought that there is 
no end to the tax paying ability of a 
..immunity and build up enormous 
costs upon iic taxpayers who are 
struggling to meel their obligations 
through taxes which remain uncol- 
lected upon tin- books. In most in- 
stances Collections could he III' t it' 
made promptly, hut mile- the indi- 
vidual has a particular ability to col- 
lect taxes, it is seemingly impossible 
to develop it. It Is equally impossi- 
ble to bring horn • to the tux collec- 
tors in some instances the necessity 
out of sheer requirement that a com- 
munity must know its tax paying 
ability or its government will cease 
or struggle under such a burden that 
it will he almost impossible to carry 
it. 

The place that a collector takes m 
the picture of good sound municipal 
government in my mind is the most 
important of all because it is the con- 
tact point between the people as a 
whole and the individual out of whom 
after all is said or done must come 
the necessary funds to carry forward 
the governmental activities, It has 
been my practice in many parts of 
the Commonwealth to call attention 
where communities have been lax in 
tax collection activities to the sue 
cess that you have had in Winchester, 
and the reading of your report as of 
your present record indicates to me 
that you are continuing the excel- 
lence of your ta-k in a way which 
permits me to continue to call atten- 
tion to your good record. 

There are some, of course, who 
think that taxi- are paid merely by 
the Bending of the tax hill, hut to 
anyone who has given it any study 
at all it is most clear that a tax hill 
like most other hills are not paid un- 
til then' is compulsion, and compul- 
sion seems to he necessary, at least 
to the extent of making i' certain 
that the person knows he owns a tax 
hill, in order to get money into the 
treasury of a community that it may 
continue too function for the bene- 
fit of its people. 

Your work is much to he com- 
mended and I am mote than happy 
to send this communication to you as 
1 send similar communications to 
other collectors who like yourself 
stand out as persons who have the 
interest of the community at heart, 
and sensing that tax money must be 
had. obtain it at the earliest possible 
moment and by doing so maintain 
the level id' the financial credit of 

their municipalities at the highest 
levels,

This year's election bids fair to he

to the Capitol Theatre parking space 
in Arlington, and see where they i 
would park on a second visit. An- 
other point, they should familiarize I 
themselves on. is the location of then- j 
tres in other .towns, and in all in- j 
stances they will find them in sue- 
cessful business centers, not on the 
outskirts of a section where nothing 
hut oil stations can flourish. Another 
point they miss is, that the real suc- 
cessful theatres are built in such a 
wav that stores can he included to give 
additional revenue, and the more rev- j 
enue the better the theatre and also 
its pictures. The railroad crossing ar- , 
gumeut is always a blessing as an 
obstacle with the usual "IfV and 
'Whi n's." We think it might he of 
great* interest to the citizens if the J 
hoard would start working from an- j 
other angle, remembering it is the 
other fellow's money to he spent, 
and his location to be approved, not 
theirs.

'trong. Every perplexity will be 
cleared by a reconciling purpose. 
Every loss will be repaid by that in- 
ward gain which is an accompani- 
ment only of true riches.

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American Pewter 

Friday, Feb. 14, with th< worst 
storm <>f the year overhead and un- 
der foot, brought .'il faithful follow- 
ers of the Antiques Group to the 
American Pewter day. Mrs. John 
Carruthers introduced Dr. Madelaine 
Brown, who in turn expressed her 
surprise at so large an audience. 

Dr. Brown told ua the history of 
pewter making as a craft is unusual 
in that there has perhaps never been 
another example of so complete an 
abandonment of a material that has 

been used for -•• long a period as that 
furnished by the disappearance of 
pewter from employment In the 
modern world. P< wter as an alloy 
is very old and the crafts actual be- 
ginnings arc unknown. Pewter vases 
have been found in Egyptian tombs 
and many buried Roman pieces have 
como to light in England. The craft 
was practiced in England a-- early as 
the twelfth century, but it was well 
into the lKth century before the mod- 
erately situated were able to -ubsti- 
tute pewter for wood. For 100 years 
England ate off, drank out of and 
used pewter for half the adjunct and 
utensils of ordinary living. About 
JHtto china and later glass began to 
take its place. 

In this country the story is the 
same although, due to the poverty of 
ihc people the changes came later. 
Here, too, in the 17th century, wood 
wa in common use on the table and 
.•ven the wealthy thought lit to nu n 
tion the pewter in their wills. Dur- 
ing the 17th and the first half of the 
1st h centurv the pewter in this coun- 
try was of English make and up to the 
end, large quantities of pewter were 
imported. The American craftsmen 
were dependent upon melting up old 
pewter, for there was no available 
supply of raw materials, h ad and tin. 
I his ,M ' t limited the number of work- 
ers and destroyed a great deal of the 
. Kiel pewter. We have records of 
200 American Pewterers and pieces 
by only half of these so that marked 
InterScan pewter of the 18th century 
i- a scarce article. There were 17th 
century pewterers In this country a- 
shown by early deeds and records, 'out 
these nun were doubtless largely 
lealers in English pewter or menders 
of old plate-. No pewter came over 
in the Mayflower but four Massachu- 
setts men are so mentioned in the 
next 20 years, one from Salem and 
three from Boston. Probably little 
pewter was made in the colonies dur- 
ing the 17th century except possibly 
in Boston. 

An English record contains the 
name of John Lathbury, pewterer, 
v ho died in Virginia in 1653, Ed- 
ward W il fi t - w as making spoons, 
plates and dishes in Maryland in 1690 
and two men were at work in Phila- 
delphia. The principal centers in the 
18th century were Boston, Newport. 
Now York and Philadelphia. Earliest 
identified mark. Simon Edgell, marked 
Philadelphia 1716 1742. He came to 
this country alter he had his appren- 
ticeship in England. Although Boston 
was a pewter making center from the 
beginning to the end of the pewter era 
little hut Hat ware has come down to 
us. What has become id* her mugs, 
tankards and basins advertised by 
her pewterers remains a mystery, 
for much 1 St h century hollow ware 



1731. He was the first of five gen- 
erations of pewterers by the name of 
Danforth of" who at least 11 followed 
the trade. New York and Philadel- 
phia pewterers have left not only the 
earliest but the greatest variety and 
finest examples of our pewter. 

Although American pewter is pre- 

; dominately English in type, Dutch 
ami German Influence la apparent in 
that of New York and Pennsylvania, 
Dr. Brown showed some lantern slides 
of foreign anil American pewter to 
lemonstrate the different shapes, 
"he-e photographs were of the ex- 
1 hibit in the Boston Public Library 
held by the Pewter Collectors Club of 
America last November. The Ameri- 
can exhibit was arranged by "localities 
and chronologically as much as possi- 
, ble. The .slides showed us what was 
' known as the eight inch plate era, 
then transition and coffee pot periods. 
We saw the change in type as china 
came into fashion and supplanted 
pewter, the flat ware was first to go. 
then tlie basin and porringer. The 
coffee pots and tta pots lasted until 
about I860.

Cotton prices, cotton surpluses, cot- 
ton production, consumption and ex- 
port figures, new uses of cotton, and. 
more recently, new regulations by the 
Federal Government limiting cotton- 
growing acreage, keep America's 
best known fiber constantly in the 
public t> e. 

Why the g:\at public interest in 
cotton ? 

Because about one-tenth of the pop- 
ulation of the United States, ami ma- 
ny more millions of people '-n every 
continent, depend upon cotton for a 
livelihood and. because it is indispen- 
sable to modern civilization, savs a 
bulletin from the Washington t D. C. 
headquarters of the National Geo- 
graphic Society. 

Helps Build Vutomobiles and 
Airpla nes 

Go where you will, hy any means 
of transportation in the civilized 
world, anil cotton will be your travel- 
ing companion. Step into an auto- 
mobile ami you are supported by tut s 
containing cotton fabric. You sit on 
upholstery that probably contains 
cotton thread, and are protected by 
a top to which cotton contributed. 

<>r go yachting. Your ship, no doubt 
will be equipped with cotton awnings, 
hatch covers, and "linens." Or try 
to evade the fiber by climbing into 
an airplane. You will discover that 
cotton fiber covers the airplane 
uings and that cotton is dissolved in 
chemicals is the "dope" that protects 
the wings from wind and weather. 
The engineers of our railroad trains 
wear cotton overalls, and the wind- 
ow shades and seat covers of modern 
passenger cars once were a part of 
the snow-white landscape of a cot- 
ton field. Even old Dobbin -till wears 
a cotton lined collar, and the buggy 
he occasionally draws may have a 
cotton top and bits of imitation leath- 
er here and there that cotton helped 
produce. 

Stroll down 'Main Street" of a mod- 
ern town and cotton in many forms 
strolls with you. You pass men who 
wear cotton from their hat hands to 
the linings of their shoes. In white, 
black ami all the colors of the rain- 
bow, you observe cotton ties, hose, 
shirts," suits, collars, uniforms, over- 
coats, and shoe laces. The feminine 
companions of cotton clad men wear 
hats and dresses, and carry umbrel- 
las of cotton. 

Cotton Takes Strange Names 

A glance at thousands of bolts of 
cloth mi department store shelves re- 
veals that between the time the cot- 
ton leaves the plantation and teach- 
es the retailer, it assumes many dis- 
guises. For instance, if you purch- 
ase calico, cretonne, corduroy or 
(hint/., you are buying cotton. And 
the same goes for a long list of tex- 
tile- from apron (doth, batiste and 
cambric through the alphabet to vel- 
veteen and voile. 

In a typical American home, cot- 
ton has earned the right to he 
called king of textile- Step over the 
threshold ami your foot may alight 
upon a cotton rug; pictures hang 
on walls covered with cotton cloth; 
you relax in a chair upholstered with 
cotton and listen to a phonograph 
record which contains cotton, playing 
a recent "blues" sonir inspired by 
life in the BOUthem cotton belt. With- 
in eyeshot are cotton draperies, win- 



Egypt, Brazil. Uganda, and many min- 
or producing regions of the world 
would furnish the remainder. 

Your guess as to where and when 
cotton originated is. perhaps, as good 
as that of any one else. Museums 
display cotton fabrics used in pre- 
historic times. Long hi fore the Christ- 
ian era the cotton fiber was popular 
SJnong weaver- and wearers. 

A o ink written about 800 B. C, 
referred to the plant. The Romans 
made it popular in Europe. Colum- 
bus noted that cotton grew abundant- 
ly in the West Indies, and other fam- 
ous Spani-h and Portuguese explor- 
ers found it growing and in use in 
Mexico, Peru. Brazil and India. In 
Mexico it was the chief material Use' 1 , 
for making clothing when the Span- 
iards arrived. 

More than 4u milion acres or an 
area nearly as large as Pennsylvania. 
New Jersey, Delaware, and Connecti- 
cut, combined, produces American cot- 
ton. The seeds are planted in lows 
three to four feet apart. When the 
plants are several inches tall the rows 
are hoed by hand, and healthy plants 
1 — to IS inches apart are left to dev- 
elop. At maturity the plants are vir- 
tually sturdy trees three to four feet 
high. The cotton flower is siiow- 
white when the bud bursts. Later it 
changes through pink to red. The red 
petals fall, leaving at their base a lit- 
tle green boll slightly larger than a 
pea. The boll slowly -wells to near- 
ly the size of a trolf hall. Then it 
ripens, hurst- open, and in a day or 
two becomes a mass of fluffy white 
cotton, ready to pick. Practically all 
cotton is picked by hand but experi- 
ments are constantly being carried 
out to develop machinery to perform 
this work. 

About two-thirds of the weight of 
cotton direct from the fields is seed 
anil the remainder lint or fiber. The 
latter adheres doggedly to the seed. 
To separate them, the raw cotton must 
pass through a "gin" (derived from 

"engme"l. The seed- drop into a 
chute which carries them to a seid 
room; the lint is taken by belt con- 
veyors to presses where it is squeezed 
into hales weighing approximately 
olio pounds. Covered with cotton or 

jute bagging, the hales then move to 
the cotton nulls or into world com- 
merce,

Because men have been heartless, 
because men have usurped God's 
throne, and exercised His function, 
not in the spirit of inter-individual 
relationships of the right kind, but 
in the spirit of greed and love of 
lording it over others, we have de- 
pressions and other man-made evils. 
A lot of men do not seem content un- 
less they can practice the doctrine 
of the devil among their fellows — all 
some men need is the physical char- 
acteristics of the devil to be one in 
truth. Men were put here on the 
earth to make tt a happier place of 
abode, especially men who pretend 
to love God but who in the ' final 
analysis are just plain fakirs. Instead 
of opening wide the gateways of 
service or Christian steward-hip. 
these gates have been closed to a 
majority of our people. 

One may set up any theory he 
pleases but it is plain, if we do some 
serious thinking, that 20,000.000 of 
our fellow Americans ate jobless to- 
day merely because of man's ignor- 
ance of the Golden Rule and of his 
meanness. Mean men are as plenti- 
ful as blade- of grass in the good old 
summer time. A great theologian 
has written: "The order into which 
the church has been established by 
God is, that God should be in all 
things and everything of it." Hut 
today He is ruled out of everything, 
as far as man is capable of exclud- 
ing Him. that man knows and con- 
trols. Industry is about as miser- 
able an example of man's inhumanity 
to man as one will find on earth. What 
should be a God Riven privilege of 
man has been profaned to man's 
selfishness. 

It has taken a lot of scheming 
cunning for man to set up such a 
complex problem that millions have 
been enslaved without even knowing 
it. We hear a lot about our Chris- 
tian civilization. Rut we live in a 
scientific barbarism. Yet our prob- 
lem is so simple that one precept 
leads to its solution — the Golden 
Rule, instead of the Rule of Gold. 
As Rev. Albert R. Francisco has well 
written: "The rule of gold can be 
abolished in 24 hours and with ,t 
the exposure and abolishment of ail 
the mystery, complexity and confu- 
sion that has created what we call 
the "Depression." All that needs to 
be don.' is to adopt the Golden Rule, 
which rests upon the love of uses. 
What man, or organization of men, 
dare to oppose the Golden Rule, f 
sincerely applied to spiritual, moral 
and civil things? This would drive 
the money changers out of the tem- 
ple; demolish till thrones of domin- 
ion; rescue the churches from self- 
interests and establish a social order 
m which 'the Lord can dwell in the 
dominion of His glory.' " 

The governing words of our al- 
leged Christian civilization are "me" 
and "my," "profits," "competition," 
'.business is business," "I'm going to 
look out for Number On ." For these 
we must substitute the words of 
Christian stea wardship, "we" and 
"ours," "the kingdom of God," "co- 
operation," "service." "humanity," 
"brotherhood." and "social good."

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The Edison Company of Boston 
marked its 50th anniversary in the 
public service on Feb. 20. On the 
same day and month in 1886, the then j 
small company provided electric serv- 
ice to its first customer— the Bijou j 
Theatre in Boston. 

The period of the company's be- ! 
ginning followed. by six years, I 
Thomas A. Edison's perfection of the i 
incandescent lamp, yet skepticism | 
and doubt about the future of elec- i 
trie lighting was common. Use of 
Edison's lamp was extremely sparse. ( 
Generating apparatus was crude and I 
expensive. The service was subject ; 
to frequent interruption. 

Into this rather chaotic condition, 
the founders of the Boston Edison 
Company ventured. Reluctance to 
accept the services of electricity 
waned considerably in the succeed- 
ing few months and. in 1887, the 
company was Berving 260 customers. 
Its service area was slightly less 
than one-tenth of a square mile. The 
rate per kilowatthour was '_'."> cents. 
The company owned 30 poles and had 
51 employes. The new industry was 
becoming a definite adjunct to com- 
munity life. 

During its 50 year period of 
growth, the company has constantly 
developed the scone and character of 
its service. Traveling apace with 
the general development of the elec- 
trical industry, it has pioneered in 
many advances, all of which have 
been reflected by a constant lower- 
ing in the cost of its service to the 
public. 

New uses and demands for electri- 
cal energy by home and industry have 
taken electricity 0 ut of the early day 
luxury classification and made it 
every man's servant. The same in- 
creased use has also determined cost, 
one index to which is the fact that 
50 times as much light may lie pur- 
chased today for the price of 50 
years ago. 

At the present time, the company 
is serving hundreds of thousands of 
customers in the metropolitan Bos- 
ton area. It provides jobs for more 
than 3000 men and women and, aside 
from its local employee representa- 
tion, may he identified through its tax 
payments, with the ranking industries 
ot every community it serve-. 

All Edison shops are currently con- 
ducting special merchandising pro- 
grama signalizing the period of the 
(iolden Jubilee anniversary. 



Venezuela has had a change of gov- 
ernment. This does not seem to be 
important "news" until it is recalled 
that this South American republic 
has had almost three decades of the 
same administration, extending 
through the terms of half dozen 
United States Presidents. Following 
the recent death of its President and 
dictator General Juan Vincente Gomez 
numerous candidates for the nation's 
highest office have come forward. 

Good roads and more railroads, in 
short, better means of communication, 
is a crying need in Venezuela, a 
wedge-shaped country driven into the 
top of South America, says a bulletin 
from the Washington. D. C. headquar- 
ters of the National Geographic So- 
ciety. Politically it is shattered into 
fragments, checkerboard style.

spread through 20 states. 2 territo- 
ries, and a Federal district, speaking 
Spanish mainly, but with accents va- 
rying among mestizo, Indian, negro 
and European. 

Divided Into Three Sections 

Physically it is divided by natur- 
al barriers into three sections whose 
boundaries are seldom crossed by their 
occupants. 

Geography, as well as history, re- 
veals that the country has its up> 
and downs. First, the rich north- , 
western coastal section, most popu- ! 
lous. could be subdivided into the 
marshy lowlands around Lake Mara- 
caibo and the northern highlands, 
formed by the Andes at their lowest. | 
Next there is the wide low strip of 1 
llanos, the Orinoco's basin plain. Be- I 
yond and up again stretches the mys- 
terious and almost inaccessible realm ' 
of dense tropical rain forest, the Gui- I 
ana highlnds. 

Advancing northward from the Bra- 
zilian border to the coast, one en- | 
counters life in all stages of cul- 
ture from the primitive to modern j 
civilization. In the high Guiana for- i 
ests, covering more than half of Vene- 
zuela, nomadic Indian inhabitants ob- 
tain balata, tonka beans, 600 species I 
of wood and other products such as I 
caout-chouc and wild vanilla. Some I 
send nuggets from the region of El > 
Callao mine, once the richest gold j 
mine in the world. Nevertheless, I 

they eke out a precarious existence,! 
for their primitive methods soon de- I 
spoil the region they work, and their 
food supply is scanty. 

Cowboys Are Superb Riders 
In the vast fiat stretches of grass- ! 
land surrounding the Orinoco for loo,- I 
noil square miles, a true pastoral civ- | 
ilization exists. Cattle, introduced by i 
the Spanish nearly 100 years ago. | 
ran wild for a while, and since then j 
millions of them have been herded by 
llaneros, hardy cowbows whose sup- 
erb horsemanship has turned the tide 
of revolution as well as stampedes.] 
Without political upheavals, life for j 
them is monotonous: "meat" to herd, , 
meat to eat. and meat for hides to 
export. Another profitable activity of j 
this area was once the gathering of I 
graceful plumes from the egret crane | 
which wades in Orinoco border marsh- 
es, but government regulation has had 
to curtail this industry to prevent 
extinction of the bird. 

The northern highlands are Vene- 
zuela's agricultural belt, with almost 
a monopoly of industries as well. 
Coffee flourishes on the tall, rarely 
pruned trees of 30,000 plantations, 
supplying 17 per cent of the country's 
export. Cacao and sugar cane are 
additional money crops, while silk- 
worm cultivation hits recently ap- 
peared as a hint of income. This area 
also has the countries larger cities, 
although only one, Caracas, exceeds 
100,000 in population, and only one 
other, Maracaibo, conies near this fig- 
ure. 

The lowland border around Lake 
Maracaibo's expanse of 80,000 square 
miles is both the most unhealthftil 
and the wealthiest region in the whole 
country. Aside from producing much 
sugar cane, it fairly spouts petro- 
leum, giving Venezuela third place 
in world production of "il. Fleets of 
specially built tankers must take ad- 
vantage of high tide to pass sand bars 
hlorking the channel from Mara- 
caibo to the sea. In spite of these 
obstacles. Maracaibo succeeds in ship- 
ping 60 per cent of the country's ex- 
ports and receiving about half of its 
imports. Its closest rival is I .a Gua- 
ira. port for Venezuela's mountain 
capital. Caracas. 

Fishing For Rose-Tinted Pearls 
A distinctive industry is pearl fish- 
ing off the island of Margarita. 
Pearls from this region are renowned 
for their delicate rose tint. These 
gems were one of the early attract- 
ions for the Spaniards. 

A profitable slave traffic led pirates 
in 1510 to set up a temporary base 
of operation on a nearby island, and 
ten years later, at Cumuna, was es- 
tablished the oldest European settle- 
ment in South America. Soon the 
quest for gold led inland, with its 
trail of plunder and destruction, and 
it blinded the Conquistadores to the 
other rich resources of the country. 
In 1811. thanks to the efforts of Si- 
mon Bolivar, the country declared 
itself independent of Spain, which 
had ruled for about two centuries and 
a half with Caracas as seat of gov- 
ernment. Two decades later it peace- 
fuly divorced itself from Colombia. 
Since then, the wealth of Venezuela 
has been a prize hotly contested by 
many fastions. 

That it is a grateful country is evi- 
denced by the fact that Bolivar's 
services are commemorate 1 in the 
name of a state, a city, a railroad, the 
currency unit, and innumerable build- 
ings and statues.

A joint expedition to observe the 
next total eclipse of the sun— sched- 
uled to sweep across Asia on June 
lit. H»;$6 — will be sent to Soviet Rus- 
sia by Georgetown University and 
the National Geographic Society, it 
was announced today by the two 
sponsoring organizations. 

The expedition will travel half-way 
around the earth to make observations 
during the brief two and one-half 
minutes when the moon will come be- 
tween the earth and the sun and 
temporarily turn day into night, the 
announcement continues. Even so I 
brief an observation of the sun is I 
considered well worth while by ast- 
ronomers because it gives them a ■, 
corona — a halo of pearly light ex- 
tending hundreds of thousands of 
miles outward from the sun but vis- 
ible only during an eclipse when the 
rest of the sun's light is cut off. 

Corona Clue to Sun's Make- Up 

The corona, it i- believed, holds 
clues to the make-up of the sun, 
whose heat and energy make life 
possible on earth. This in turn may 
aid m better understanding of the 
nature of the more distant stars, 
for the sun itself is a small star. 

Dr. Paul A. M.Nally, S. J.. Dir- 
ector of the Georgetown College ob- 
servatory will be the leader of the 
expedition, accompanied by five oth- | 
ers to be chosen from the staffs of 
the University and the Society. They 
will leave sometime m April and re- 
turn in July. 

Observations wll be made from a 
point near Orenburg. Soviet Russia, | 
because past weather records show 
that this legion offers one of the best 
promises of clear weather along the 
whole path of the eclipse. 

Headquarters of the expedition will j 
be established near Orenburg, prob- 
ably at the village of Sara, which is 
near the line along which the center 
of the moon's shadow will travel du- I 
ing the eclipse. Orenburg is about ' 
775 miles southeast of Moscow, north j 
of the Caspian Sea on the Steppes 
west of the Ural Mountains, and in 
about the same latitude as London, 
England 

This eclipse, first total eclipse of 
the sun to be visible mi earth since 
that of February, 1934, will begin 1 
to be visible at sunrise in the Med- j 
iterranean Sea off the coast of Grcc 
ian Peloponnesus. The moon's shad- ! 
ow. marking a path of totality about 
50 miles wide, will sweep in a direc- 
tion north of east across the Aegean 
Sea. Istanbul (Constantinople), and 
the Black Sea. will pass south of] 
Rostov and Stalingrad, across Oi 
burg, and over Omsk and Tomsk 
Siberia 

.Moving over the northern tip 
Lake Baikal, the path wll curve 
south of east, over the norithcrti por- 
tion of Manchutikuo (Manchukuo) 
and on over the city of Khabarovsk 
on the Amur River and the northern 
portion of the Japanese Island of 
Hokkaido. Reaching Hokkaido late 
in the afternoon, the moon's shadow 
will pass out to sea and the eclipse 
will end in the Pacific Ocean a few 
hundred miles to the west at sunset. 

The governments of both Soviet 
Russia and Japan have extended cor- 
dial invitations to the scientific or- 
ganizations of the world to send ex- 
peditions to ther territories for ob- 
servation of the eclipse. In both coun- 
tries extensive surveys have been 
made of the weather conditions and 
the results have been communicated 
to all organizations likely to take 
part in the observations. 
Dr. McNally Studied Maine Eclipse- 
in 1932 

Dr. McNally was the director of 
an expedtion in 1932 sent by I 
Georgetown University to Maine for | 
the total eclipse of the sun there and 
obtained valuable experience in the 
unusually rapid photographic work 
which must be carried on during the 
brief period of darkness. The 1936 ex- 
pedition probably will make use of a 
battery of four or five special cam- 
eras mounted so as to follow the ap- 
parent motion of the sun; photomet- 
ers for making studies of changes 
in light intensity; spectrographs to 
study the sun's light; and instru- j 
ments to note weather changes du- 
ring the eclipse. The chief photo- 
graphic objective will be the obtain- I 
ing of pictures of the sun's corona. ' 

The corona, which can be seen ex- 
tending in vast streamers of pearly ] 
light around the edges of the s.un ; 
when the black disc of the moon 
moves in front of it, is believed to 
be superheated vapor rising from the 
seething surface of the sun. Recent- 
ly astronomers have found good evi- 
dence that it consists largely of oxy- | 
gen, the life-supporting gas of the 
earth's own atmosphere. The pres- 
ence of oxygen also is revealed by | 
star-clouds, and by the aurora or 
northern liyhts of the earth's atmo- ' 
sphere. 

Spectrographs studies of the coro- 
na's light by the Georgetown-Geo- 
graphic Expedition are expected to 
furnish additional information about 
the gas.-s in the corona and how they 
are affected by the sun's tremendous 
heat. 

Photographs taken during the 
eclipse, timed with great exactness, 
will give astronomers a chance to 
hold a stop-watch "on the movements 
of the solar system and see if it is 
tunning on schedule. Movements of 
the sun, moon and planets in relation 
to one another are predicted with ex- 
treme accuracy by astronomers, but 
the predictions can be checked only 
when two heavenly bodies pass each 
other, as in the case of an eclipse.

WHAT A TAX TITLE IS 



Real Estate Taxes are as- 
sessed iis of Jan. I. Hills for 
same must by law be sent out 
on or before June 14, one-half 
due the following July 1 and Un- 
balance Oct. L Under a State 
law the town charges interest 
from Oct. 1 on taxes remaining 
unpaid after Nov. t. 

It is the duty of the Collector 
as soon after Nov. 1, as possi- 
ble, to send out a demand notice 
for which a charge of thirty-live 
cents (35c) is made. He must 
then wait 1 1 days before the 
town can enforce the collection 
of the tax. 

It is necessary for the Collec- 
tor according to law, to clean up 
his hooks of real estate taxes 
within one year, from Oct. 1 of 
the year to which the tax re- 
lates'. 

The Collector is obliged to ad- 
vertise all property where the 
taxes are unpaid, and sell or 
take it for the town, or be per- 
sonally liable under his bond. 

This -ale or taking is called a 
tax title, and constitutes a lien 
on the property like a mortgage, 
but does not permit entrance on 
the property or any interference 
with the rights of the owner for 
two years. This is the only 
means allowed the Collector to 
clear his books, except by arrest 
of the owner, or a suit at law. 

At the end of two years it is 
the duty of the Treasurer to 
either sell this property for the 
town, under land of little value, 
or enter the case in the Land 
Court for a foreclosure of all 
rights of redemption. 

It. is at least three years be- 
fore any action can be taken de- 
priving any tax payer of his 
property, and in many cases it 
i- everal years more before the 
owner lo-es title. At any time 
prior to the sale under land of 
little value, or before a petition 
is filed in the I.anl Court, the 
owner can redeem, by paying in- 
terest and costs. After the pe- 
tition is filed the- tax payer must 
deal with the court. All prop- 
erty "f any valu:> as a rule, is 
mortgaged and the holder of the 
mortgage when notified, will pay 
all costs and interest before ac- 
tion is taken to dispose of the 
property, in order to protect his 
mortgage interest. 

In short a tax title created 
satisfies the tax. and is an in- 
definite continuation of the lien 
thus protecting the interest- of 
the municipality. 

A tax title properly created is 
just as much a collection as if 
cash was received insofar as the 
Collector's duty is concerned.

SEV EN -IN -ON E HOLIDAY 



New Year's I>ay tomes twice a year 
in China. Out of courtesy to that 
newcomer from the West, the "sun- 
calendar," which guides the Govern- 
ment in dating its bonds and docu- 
ments. Government offices and schools 
observe a New Year's holiday on Jan. 
1. For most of .China's millions 
however, the real Chinese New Year's 
Day came- this year on Jan. \i I. 

The Chinese lunar calendar year 
begins on a variable date which, like 
Easter, meanders back and forth 
through three months, according to 
the fickle moon, says a bulletin from 
the Washington, 1). C. headquarters 
of the Naticmal Geographic Society. 
The year's first thin silver crescent 
may appear at any time from Janu- 
ary to March, but always it is wel- 
comed with the Feast of the Three 
Beginnings— of the year, the month, 
and the day. 
A Year's Holidays Condensed Into 
Two Weeks 

When four hundred million people 
take a holiday all at the same time, 
it has to be a big one, the bulletin 
continues. New Year's Day for the 
Chinese opens two whole weeks of 
merrymaking, so thorough that it 
suffices them for the rest of the year. 

This omnibus holiday combines ele- 
ments which in the United States 
would be distributed over seven oc- 
casion-. With the familiar New 
Year's Eve watch parties and wel- 
coming noises are associated family 
reunions, decorations ami gift-giving 
as at Christmas; the feasting of 
Thanksgiving; the firecrackers and 
rockets of the Fourth of July; the re- 
laxation of summer vacation; the 
fashion parade .if Easter; and the 
financial frenzy, both in spending and 
in feverish debt-juggling, of a uni- 
versal pay-day. 

Moreover, New Year's Day in Chi- 
na i- everybody's birthday. On that 
day. instead of on anniversaries of 
birth, four hundred millions people 
automatically become a year older. 

During this red-letter holiday 
• •veryone literally sees red — every- 
where. Houses are festooned with 
thin, geranium-red paper scrolls, in- 
scribed with texts liolu the classics

1 1 lily everyone has lent money to all 
those he doesn't owe some to. Even

nare as to profit. Since the man who 
doesn't discharge all debts by New 
Year's Day can hope for no credit 
during the ensuing year, every effort 
is made to obtain money. Men tem- 
porarily turn brigands and gamblers 
to save their reputations, for a credit- 
or asks no questions about the money 
he receives. 

The New Year's Eve midnight feast 
provides the only meat which many 
can afford during the entire year. It 
is 80 extensive that everyone sleeps 
late on New Year's I lay before start- 
ing the two wee!;-' round of social 
calls that brings all business to a 
standstill. 

Served in courses, the feast in- 
cludes many varieties of sweets as 
well as more substantial stews. Ma- 
caroni in strands two or three yards 
long is eagerly devoured to insure 
long life. Meat and vegetables are 
( hopped tine and delicately seasoned, 
to make the feast memorable for 
quality. Hardly a pig, duck, chicken, 
or fish in the Republic is safe until 
every family is provided with holiday 
meat including even little pickled 
fish hardly larger than pins. Sticky 
rice dumplings are as popular as 
nlum pudding in England, and rice 
flour cakes are fried in huge numbers 
days in advance. When tile final dish 

of the banquet is served, satisfaction 
and etiquette both dictate that it 
must be refused. 

Throughout the holiday season 
tables are covered with generous 
bowls of fruits, cakes and sweets. All 
callers are invited to partake of mel- 
on seeds, plums, peeled oranges, 
lichee nuts, almonds, shredded bam- 
boo, and sugared dates and ginger. 
"Old" eggs nardboiled ami preserved 
for years, are consumed with relish, 
along with countless cups of tea. In 
place of ivory chopsticks and porce- 
lain spoons, some hosts now provide 
knives and forks. 

To make certain of funds sufficient 
to pay debts and buy holiday sup- 
plies, many Chinese join New Year 
Societies, which resemble the Christ- 
mas Savings clubs of American 
banks.

The free work of the Winchester 
District Nursing Association has 
been expanded to meet the exigen- 
of the depression and unemploy- 
I merit. This has been possible for 
lour reasons. 

1. The loyalty of the nurse*, their 
understanding and devotion to their 
profession. 

2. The faithfulness of the con- 
tributing members in supporting thi* 
worth" cause each year. 

■i. A comprehensive analysis and 
constant check up by the Finance 
Committee, of the financial standing 
which includes a study of the record 
of the visits. 

I. The use of the service by those 
who are able to pay the comparative- 
ly small cost ner visit. 

The new health promotion pro- 
gram aims to keep in touch with the 
health work which is being carried 
on all over the country and to assist 
in keeping this community a healthy 
one in every way. This is being car- 
ried out in the following ways. 

1. A survey was made in 1935 by 
the board of the Winchester District 
Nursing Association, with the ad- 
vice of the National Organization of 
Public Health Nursing, which covere I 
all the health work being done in 
Winchester. 

-• The outgrowth of tlii< survey 
was the founding of the Winchester 
Community Council, consisting of 36 
members representing practically 
t veiy welfare and health organiza- 
tion in town. These members are 

woking for an understanding and 
strontr co-oneration of all relief work. 
This Council is now instituting a cen- 
tral index to be located at the Di<- 
tricl Nursing headquarters on Mt. 
Vernon street. 

3. The District Nursing Associa- 
tion initiate.) the idea of the "Insti- 
tute on the Community'- responsibili- 
ty in the training of children." which 
with the cooperation of Mr. Quinn, 
was held Feb. 19 in the high school 
auditorium. Every organization In I 
any way connected with the Institute 
is immensely proud of its success and 
the interest, stimulation and future 
promise it gave. 

4. The nursing committee of the ' 
District Nursing Association is now 
working jointly with another organ 

: ization on a further project of health 
promotion study, the result of which 
is not yet accomplished. 

Members of the board are also fre- 
quently attending national, state and : 
: greater Boston community meetings 
and communicating with the Nation 
al Organization of Public Health 
Nursing on local problems. 

It is hoped that this resume of th. 
I work of the Winchester District

Mis. Ralph M. Sparks, president of 
the Winchester League of Women 
Voters urtfos all voters to consider 
the importance of the nexi election 
event, the Party Primaries which will 
take place Tuesday. April > This 
is the first time the complete party or. 
ganizations have been chosen at Tat- 
ty Primaries, and because of this vot- 
ers should be reminded of their op- 
portunity to have a band in choos- 
ing, or being, candidates for these 
delegations and positions. 

Tarty Primaries are for the pur- 
pose of el.-rt mi: delegates and al- 
ternates to the National Conventions 
chosen by tin- Republican and Demo- 
cratic parties; delegates and alter- 
nates to the State Conventions; ami 
members of the State and local Po- 
litical Committees. The law also 
provides for the independent candi- 
dacies of voters desiring to run. 

Any registered voter may take out 
nomination paper-, and be a candi- 
date for delegate to State Conven- 
tions. Five signatures of duly reg- 
istered voters only being required on 
his or her petition and the lilino- of 
the petition duly certified by regis- 
trars of voters not later than March 
24, These papers must be tiled for 
certification before ■"> p. m . March 

20, with either registrars of voters 
or Election Commissioners. To be 

a candidate for delegate to tin- Na- 
tional Convention requires more 
signatures and these must be drawn 

from a larger area. 

The Massachusetts delegate bodies 
to the National Conventions of both 
parties are required to have two del- 
egates-at-large and two alternates, 
"the bi»; four;" and at least one dele- 
gate and one alternate from each of 
the 15 representative districts. For 
nomination to the first group 1<»0U 
signatures are needed, not more than 
250 being from one county. Signers 
must be either enrolled in the party 
for which the nomination is made or 
not enrolled in any other party. I»is- 
trict delegates require a varying 
number of names on petitions, not 
more than 2">0 in the larirest districts 
and as few as 45 in the smallest. Can- 
didates for ward and town commit- 
tee- require five names on petition; 
for <tate committee not more than 
260. 

Petitions, "nomination papers," are 
supplied by the Secretary of State's 
office or by your local party commit- 
tee. 

The Winchester Iy-ague of Women 
Voters will be jrlad to supply factual 
information about participation in 
these primaries to prospective can 
didates running independently, or to 
voters. whf> should be al<-rt to see 
;hat their party organization really 
represents them.

STRATOSPHERE GONDOLA GOES 
TO SAN DIEGO FAIR 

The record-breaking stratosphere 
balloon gondola, in which last No- 
vember two men rode higher above 
earth than man has risen before, is 
iroincj on a new trip: a railroad ride 
this time. 

The nine-foot metal hall, which 
reached a height of nearly 1 miles 
during the National Geographic So-\ 
eiety — Army Air Corps stratosphere 
flight, attached to the huge balloon 
Explorer II. was sent to San Die- 
go, Calif., for exhibition at the Cali- 
fornia Pacific International Exposi- 
tion, which reopened Feb. U. 
A Metal Sphere Thai Math Hi ton 

The gondola will be placed "ti view 
in the center ot' 'he Transportation 
and Aviation Building, ami with it 
will he shown enlargements of some 
of the remarkable photographs taken 
from great altitud during the 
tlirht, says a bulletin from the Wash- 
ington, I». C, headquarters of the Na 
tional Geographic Society. 

This metal sphere has been a mak- 
er of important history in aviation 
and science. It is the largest of the 
air-tight gondolas that have been sent 
into the upper stratosphere during 
stratosphere exploration. Equipped 
as a complete "flying laboratory," it 
carried a ton of scientific instruments. 

With these instruments, a tar

teen minutes, rising to a height at 
which it was above 96 lOOths of the 
earth's atmosphere, in air of extreme 
ra rity.

The Cross street bridgi 
weathered the heavy flow, but the 
-mailer bridge nearby was tied down 

and anchored by Park Department 

employees as it was covered by the 
water. The flood ran high on the 
Leonard Field playground and no one 
could ever imagine that there had 1 
ever been a beach there. 

Horn Pond Brook over-flowed it i 
banks and became a freshet, flooding ! 
cellars in the vicinity of Upland road ! 
so that town men had to be sent to 
pump them out. Sand-bags had to { 
be placed around the Edison Light 
plant at Horn Fond to guard against ' 
the steadily rising water there.

ROTARY CLUB NOTES 



Attempts to legislate safety into 
the operation of motor vehicles must 
always fall somewhat short of per- 
fection, the Roamer feels, because of 
the human factors involved in anti- 
cipating conditions, in interpretation, 
and in enforcement. 

Somewhere in the Massachusetts 
headlight regulations, in the inspec- 
tion, or in enforcement of our high- 
way or local police, there ought to 
be some remedy for what seems to 
US to be an excessive number of 
over-bright headlights, which make 
night driving unnecessarily difficult 
and dangerous. 

From the standpoint of the driver 
of any car the brighter his headlights 
the more safely he himself can drive, 
if he's alone on the road, but too 
much light when he meets another 
car can be a source of danger to 
both. 

Light* Are great, fur them as has 'em, 
Though the guya they meet may rasa 'em'. 

Lenses must be by law of certain 

types, which theoretically reduce glare 
and keep the light on the road where 
it belongs. Headlamps also by law 
must be set at the proper angle, and 
m .? s1 !"'* . drivers are required to dim or de- 
witn otnei . |,, t . ss beams when meeting other cars.

The Yellow River Valley of China 
was inundated in March, and the 
Yangtze in .Inly. Japan suffered a 
flood in June; hundreds of lives were 
lost when a dam broke in northern 
Italy in August; a destructive over- 
flow occurred in the Valley of Mexico 
in June; and in tin- United State- 
there wire floods in the Mississippi 
Valley in January and March; in Col- 
orado, Wyoming ami Nebraska in Mav 
and June; in New York State and 
Pennsylvania in July: and m south- 
eastern Texas in December.

MISS AVERY'S LECTURE 



In spite of the heavy rain last Wed- 
nesday afternoon, Wyman School hall 
was well tilled for Miss Eunice 
Avery's lecture on "Our Internal Af- 
fairs." 

Miss Avery said that America, like 
the rest of the modern world, is try- 
ing t>> meet the new problem of mass 
civilization. This mass civilization 
has resulted from the idea that edu- 
cation and material comforts are not 
just a frosting for the upper crust 
Of the social loaf, but are a haven 
which should permeate the whole. 

The idea was original with Amer- 
ica in the lirst place, and if democ- 
racy is to last, we must solve the 
problem in our own way instead of 

by communism, or facism as Europe 

is dome;. 

our means for doing this seem to 
be three: 

First by so developing our system 
of education that our youth will be 
taught t<> discriminate instead of ac. 
cepting tacts as handed out. Every 
means possible should be used to pre- 
sent facts to adults as well as youth, 
but the essential training should be 
on thinking. 

Second, by more "Pressure Groups." 

This was a new idea to the audi- 
ence, but it was explained that prac- 
tically every public organization m 
the country is a potential pressure 
group and that the more there are. 
the safer we are from minority rule, 
it sounded less dangerous. 

Raising the purchasing power of 
the farmer is our third way of saving 
democracy in a mass civilization. 
Wisely enough, Miss Avery did not 
try to tell how this is to be done. She 
did however point out that the germ 

of the late AAA was the work <>f an 
industrial analyist instead of a farm 
group, thus showing that the prob- 
lem of the farmer is really not a par- 
tisan matter. 

A short part of the lecture hour 
was given to bringing the foreign sit- 
uation up to date in preparation for 
the lecture on "Germany and Austria 
as the Key to Europe." This final 
lecture is to be on the evening of 
April 1. ami the committee hopes for 
a capacity audience in the high sch 
hall.

. ner in the firm of Morrill <!£ Bliss 
1 who took over Mr. Lunt's interests, 
I and after a few year- bought out 
Mr. Bliss becoming sole owner of the 
j business. 

For more than 25 years the Church 
I street grocery of George K. Morrill 
was known in an around Winchester, 
many of the town's leading families 
being regularly among it- patrons 
while several well kept team- were 
busy taking orders ana delivering 
goods. . Several men who later In - 
came proprietor- of local 
markets were employed by 
rill during that time. 

In 11*1-4 he closed out his business, 
but for several years thereafter main- 
tained an office in the center. lie 
made his home in Winchester until 
1929 when he entered the Masonic 
Home, but regularly thereafter was 
a visitor in town until failing 
made the trip to Winchester 
sible. He had been in poor 
for about a year. 

Mr. Morrill was od years a Mason, 
having first joined the order in Aim - 
bury. He was a member of William 
Parkman Lodge of this town, of Win- 
chester Royal Arch Chapter, Hugh 
de Payens Commandery, Knights 
Templar; and of Aleppo Temple of 
the Mystic Shrine. He was one of 
the first group to join Watertield 
Lodge of Odd Fellows after its in- 
stitution and <luring his business life 
in town was a member of the old 
Hoard of Trade.

There is a growing belief that his 
program has encouraged idleness, 
harmed private industry, propagated 
the notion that the government owes 
everybody a living, increased the num- 
ber and proportion of the unemploy- 
able, and made recovery slower, more 
difficult and more expensive. The 
waste, the infusion of politics, the per- 
functory gesture to block the bonus, 
the reckless undertaking of Quoddy 
projects— these have made millions 
distrustful of the schemes of the New 
Heal. 

The administration may not he 
playing politics with human misery, 
but" there is plenty of evidence of par- 
ticular attention to sections where 
the party should be strengthened. 

The billion and a half which the 
President wishes in new money is 
about what was expected. It is less 
that the mayors of the country re- 
quested recently, but it is also a halt 
billion more than speaker Byrns con- 
sidered ample. It i< a great deal more 
than tit- total which Lewis W. Doug- 
las and man;, others regard as ade- 
quate. With the .-urns available from 
other sources, the President will have 
a* his disposal about two billions and 
a half. That figure itself answers 
the question whether the New Deal 
policies for the relief of the unem.

! This brought the 'meeting to the 
consideration of Article 18, inserted 
] to see whether the town would vote 
! to instruct the Water & Sewer Board 
to open the land around the town 
I reservoirs and provide a sum of 
money to police the same. 

The sum of $3900 was asked for 
police protection and Mr. Sanderson 
in explaining a motion to that end 
| Stated that the Water & Sewer Board 
felt that this sum is necessary if the 
land is to be opened and maintained 
as a public park for out of town 
people. Mr. Gunby stated that the 
Finance Committee had no 
: mendation concerning the i 
or continued closing of the r« 
; land but opposed the appropriation. 
Mr. Terry asked bow the purity of 
the water compared before and after 
i closing the land, and Mr. Sanderson 
; replied that the closing of the land 
was done as a progressive measure 
to prevent pollution upon the advice 
of the State Department of Health. 
Mr. Terry believed the closing had 
: not prevented point ion since swamps 
I and streams over which there is no 
[ control are permitted to drain into 
1 the reservoirs. 

Mr. Hoyden felt that the altitude 
of the Water & Sewer Hoard has 
i been unfriendly in the matter of 
closing the land and regretted that 
the Winchester people are deprived 
I of the pleasure of walking on the 
i water shed. Mr. Laraway favored 
; closing, stating that the town has 
spent and is spending thousands of 
dollars to guarantee the purity of its 
t water and that in his opinion 50 
I horses wandering about the area can 
: do much more harm than the few 
cows some distance from the reser- 
voirs, against which objections ha I 
i been raised in the past. He con- 
tended that there are plenty of macs 
; available to walk and ride on aside 
i from those right around the reser- 
j voirs and those who can't enjoy them 
: had "better stay at home." 

Mr. Russell stated that in his 
opinion the Water & Sewer Board 
does not enjoy closing the reservoirs 
and hasn't done so to deprive the 
Winchester people of pleasure. Their 
rule had been made to protect the 
health of the town and he favored 
continuing the ban. despite hi* own 
loss of horse-back riding privileges. 

Mr. Gunby stated that the water 
had been sufficiently polluted to have 
the State require the installation of 
chlorinators at a cost of $3000. Mr. 
Worthen favored opening the water 
shed as a beauty spot and providing 
the amount necessary to police it. 
Mr. Rich felt that the Winchester 
people should be permitted to enjoy I 
the beauties of the l-'ells unrestricted 
and that there were certain times in 
the year when it would be quite feas- 
ible to remove the ban around the 
reservoirs which constitute the most 
beautiful part of the reservation. 

Mr. Gary wanted to know how the 
lands could be opened to Winchester 
people and outsiders kept out. Mr. 
Sanderson said that they could not, 
and in reply to a question stated that 
in the Water & Sewer Hoard's 
opinion the best thing to do at the 
reservoirs to fence them at a cost 
of $50,000. The next best thing is | 
to close the land and the next best 
thing is to police at a cost of $3900. '

Silt a Blessing and Curse 

Only 54 miles of the river, stretch- 
ing from l»i miles below Basra to the 
Persian Gulf, are of commercial im- 
portance to both countries. More 
than 800 steamers sail up the Shat-al- 
Arab each year to Basra. Iraq, and to 
Abadan, a busy port of Iran. Tons of 
silt are carried down the river annu- 
ally. In flood times the silt enriches 
farms along the river hanks. 

While silt is a blessing to farmers, 
it is a curse to mariners. At Fao, a 
seaport near the mouth of the Shatt- 
al-Arab, it piles up in a crescent- 
shaped l'ar which is 
navigation. Channel: 
frequently shift ant 
dredged continually, 
el's lower reaches, 
grass-covered banks 
mud so soft that it 
sible to land on them 
Produces Over Half of World Date 
Supply 

Once across the bar. ocean steam- 
ers can ascend the Shatt-al-A rah for 
nearly 93 of its 123 miles. Its aver- 
age depth i- from 20 *o 35 feet, its 
average width 500 to 600 yards. 

The trip upstream gives one lively 
glimpses of the life of the region. On 
the banks one catches sight of ducks 
and snines. wild hogs, and herds of 
cattle ami buffaloes feeding on vege- 
tation that extends down to the wat- 
er's edge. Both banks of the river 
are green. Gardens and groves stretch 
inland for .from 1000 yards to two 
miles. Grains, opium, hemp, lentils, 
and dates are produced. 

When one huvs a package of dried 
dates in a local shop, the chances are 
it came from Iraq, via the Shatt-al- 
Arab, i Iraq produces mure, than 
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half of the world supply. In 1933-34 
it exported 114,300 tons of dates. Es- 
timates places marly one-third of the 
world's date palms in Iraq, or some 
: 30,000,000 trees. At least half of 
these are concentrated along the 
Shatt-al-Arab. Near Basra, date 
groves form an unbroken stretch for 
over 36 miles along the river hank. 
Oil Piped 110 Miles 
Iran also grows many dates, ex- 
porting about 40.(100 tons to the 
British Empire in good years. A 
large proportion of Iran's 10,000,000 
date palms grow along the Shatt-al- 
Arab. 

Many of the steamer- ascending the 
Shatt-al-Arab stop at Abadan, an 
Iranian port of 40,000 inhabitants. 
Here is located a refinery of the Ang- 

lo-Persian Oil Company, into which 
oil is piped from Iranian oil fields 140 
to Great Britain, or to oil-burning 
British ships in the Mediterranean. 

North id Abadan. steamers reach 
Basra, a busy Iraq port with a popu- 
lation, largely Arab, of over 80,000. 
In the date season, the harbor of The 
Date City is crowded with steamers 
from F.n.rrland and India taking on 
cargoes of the fruit. Basra is aUo a 
commercial center for a caravan 
trade with the interior, and the ter- 
minus of the railroad to Baghdad, 354 
miles farther north. Besides date-. 
Basra exports horses, camels, carpets, 
wool and wheat. 

At Al Qurna. north of Basra, the 
chocolate-colored Tigris riows into t!ie 
slower, murky Euphrates. Natives in 
queer, bowlshaped boats spin down 
these rivers, meet at Qurna. ami float 
together down their mingled waters, 
known as the Shatt-al-Arab.

Santiago. Cuba, latest community 
to become the victim of an earth- 
quake, is "a city in a frying pan," I 
says a bulletin from the Washington, 
D. C. headquarters of the National 
Geographic Society. The simile, the 
bulletin goes on to explain, refers 
primarily to the shape of the moun- : 
tain-rimmed basin which the city lies; 
but it may be given another mean- 
ing in summer when the tropic sun 
beats down with unpleasant intensity 
at midday. 

This second city of Cuba, compara- , 
l ie in size t,« similarly named San 
Diego, Calif., or to Springfield. Mass.. 
continues the bulletin, is one of the 
most attractive towns in the Island 
Republic. The wall of mountains, 
nearly a mile hi^rh, almost entirely 
encircles the spacious harbor anil the 
city lying on one side. The bulwark ; 
and its foothills are broken only 
where the narrow, twisting harbor 
channel extends through to the sea 
Built on Series of Terraces 

Santiago is built on sloping ground 
that rises from the harbor toward the 
hills. Street- extending front the 
harbor are steep, while the cross j 
streets, following the contours of the 
trround, rise one above the other like 
tiers of seats in a gigantic amphi- 

theater. Residences and other build- 
imr-s many of them of stucco in past- 
el shades, are set among tropical fo- I 
liage on these terraces, and present j 
an exotic and charming view from 1 
shipboard. 

The great howl in whicl 
rests is believed to have I 
canic crater many thousam 
ago. If this surmise is tn 
to explain the numerous 
shocks to which the city 
subjected, A number 
the city have had for years 
truncated appearance. T h e * e are 
structures that were partly demol- 
ished by former earthquakes, and 
from which the upper stones were 
omitted when repairs were made. 

A stroll on Santiago streets shows 
it to be a "melting pot" as well as a 
"frying pan." Stately negroes from 
Jamaica bump elbow- with the haugh- 
ty, olive-complex ioned natives of 
Spain. Chinese coolie*, with panlike 
baskets suspended from each end of 
a bamboo pole carried on the shoulder 
hurry out of the way of screaming 
motor cars, which are driven through 
the streets like juggernauts by 
swarthy faced tribes of Cuban taxi- 
men. Then there are white-suited 

dandies who seem to have nothing to 
do all day but stand mi the street cor- 
ners and twist their mustaches when 
a dreamy-eyed senorita tilts by. Brit- 
ish, French, Dutch, Portuguese, Da- 
nish and German sailors from the 
shins of the waterfront add cosmo- 
politan touches now and then. Final- 
ly there is the typical 
camera, sun helmet and 
— taking in sights a mi 

Where Hobson Sank 

The most interesting spot near San- 
tiago to Americans is probably the 
narrow harbor mouth, across which, 
during the Spanish- American War. 
Lieut. Richmond P. Hobson of the U. 
S. Navy sank the collier "Merrimac" 
in an effort to bottle up Cevera's Spa- 
nish fleet. The tidal currents carried 
the ship a few score feet too far to 
•lose the channel. The hulk of the 
Merrimac still lies near the channel 
entrance and exacts a dip from the 
compass needle of every ship that 
passes. 

Just outside the city on the land 
side is another reminder of the Spa- 
nish-American War, the Peace Monu- 
ment near the ceiha tree under which 
the commander of the Spanish land 
forces surrendered.

Hawaii has been in the midst of a 
private war — man against mountain! 

Recently Jive big United States Ar- 
my planes bombed the fiery sides of 
Maun.i Loa. the world's most mas- 
sive active volcano, whose lava rlows 
have threatened the water supply and 
the town of Hilo, chief city of the 
island of Hawaii. 

By "caging" it in a huge national 
park and supplying a government 
volcanologist who studies its habits 
and predicts activity with accuracy. 
Hawaii and the L'nited States are 
trying to tame Manna Loa, says a 
bulletin from the Washington. D. 1 ■ 
headquarters of the National Geo- 
graphic Society. 

Eruptions Have Claimed No Human 
Victims 

Although no one is known to have 
been killed by this good-natured gi- 
ant, whose "eruptions ' are chiefly I 
noise and the outpouring of molten 
j rock, Mauna Loa can be counted on

While Mt. Etna or Mt. Vesuvius i 
' shows off by a giant explosion at the 
summit, Mauna Loa erupts unite dif- j 
ferently. Lava boils up from the ; 
floor of the crater, enclosed by verti- 
cal walls dropping 600 feet inside t he 
j top of the mountain. A heavy crust 
of hardened lava lies like a lid on a 
chimney, blown off in steaming scar- 
i let spots by gases. Pressure and gas 
explosions (rash the mountainside with 
cracks several miles long and tunnel- 
ing through from the fiery core, lava 
pours forth in a row of flaming foun- 
tains. Seething geysers rise some- 
time- -lini feed in the air, turning 
deeper red as they cascade down the 
slope. 

Lava is unique among rock form- 
ations, for it is simply glassy rock- 
foam, colored with iron deposits. Like 
' other froth, it. is very light in weight 
even when solidified. 

The first lava to gush from Mauna 
Loa's volcanic wounds is said to be 
A -A with smooth pahoehoe following. 
A- A, pronounced like an unsuccessful 
attempt to say "hot.hot" cools into 
bristling ragged clinkers of razor- 
edge sharpness, as Irregular in size 
and shape as cinders, and as brittle as 
glass. Its name means "torn up by 
the roots," and its appearance justi- 
fies the name. Pahoehoe. almost the 
opposite, forms a cream-puff stream 
with a thin brittle crust. The center 
remains soft, flowing in terraces and 
cascades of satiny smoothness. When 
cool, its porous crust crunches un- 
derfoot like frozen snow. Hut for 
months its temperature underneath is 
most unsnowlike! 
May-Pole Effect of Lava Streams 
A gigantic network of cold lava 
covers Mouna Loa's upper surface, 
each rock-glacier with its character- 
istic color and fantastic formations. 
The result is a May-pole effect of 
bronze, pink, chocolate, gray, and 
greenish bands crossing and recross- 
ing each other through patches of 
glistening black. Towering cones of 
red and irridescent black glass, and 
caves lined with greenish stalactites 
or graceful "ferns," dot the minor 
lava hills and valleys of the mount- 
ain's mighty flanks. 

It is thus, with layer upon layer of 
lava, that the Hawaiian Islands are 
thought to have been built. Hawaii, 
youngest and largest of the eight 
major islands of the Hawaiian group, 
still is growing before the very eyes 
of observers who see Mauna Loa pour 
countless tons of rock-foam over the 
island. Several years ago a square 
mile of rock 100 feet high was pro- 
duced in about two weeks. After years 
of weathering, lava breaks down into 
rich soil that supports luxuriant trqp 
ical vegetation, and sugar cane 
commercial production. 

The island-builder, according to an- 
cient Hawaiian legend, is Pele. god- 
dess of fire, who pitted Hawaii with 
craters while boring for a home which 
water couldn't reach. An everlast- 
ing feud is being waged between Pele 
and her savage sister, goddess of the 
sea. Seeing slender threads of glass 
formed when the wind cools thin jets 
of lava, children remark, "Pele's hair 
is blowing today." Natives, whose 
ancestors a century ago used to offer 
the fierce goddess gifts of berries and 
money as bribes for safety, are still 
terrified when Mauna Loa "opens a 
door in its shide to let Pele out." 

Hawaii National Park, the govern- 
ment's volcano zoo, is divided into 
three sections. Mauna Loa's portion 
is supplied with a rest house and a 
mule trail for the convenience of visi- 
tors. Halfway down its southeast 
shoulder bubbles the fire-pit Kilauea. 
with a museum, a laboratory, and 
grandstand seats in Volcano House, 
the famous hotel visited by Mark 
Twain. Jack Ixindon, and Robert Lou- 
is Stevenson. The thirl section, lo- 
cated on the Islanl of Maui, surrounds 
the world's largest dormant volcano. 
Haleakahi. whose crater has recently- 
been made easily accessible by a mod- 
ern automobile highway. 
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On Friday night. March JO. the 
Fourth Annual VaulK'vil Show of | 
the Winchester High School was pre- ' 
sented to a packed house at the High 
School auditorium, after staging a 
dress rehearsal the same afternoon 
before 600 youngsters from the low- 
er grades. While the latter audience 
Was far more vociferous in express- 
ing its approval of the various acts 
on the program, the evening audience 
left no doubt in the minds of their 
entertainers as to their enjoyment 
of the program. Beginning at eight 
o'clock, a well balanced and varied 
program of Js different acts reached 
the impressive finale shortly after 10 
o'clock. The program was broken by 
a short intermission at the half-way 
mark, but between the acts' there 

were no pauses. Everything clicked 
with clock-like prci ison under the ex- 
cellent organization of Wendell Mans- 
field ami Miss Young, the faculty 
members in charge of the production. 

While the scope of vaudeville pro- 
grams is somewhat limited by the tal- 
ent available and by the nature of 
the entertainment, each year this high 
school show has aimed successfully a: 
introducing a few hits of novelty and 
color to its program, while keeping to 
the policy of maintaining a high de- 
gree of excellence in the selection of 
the principal acts, and of finish in the 
presentation of the entire program. 
This year was no exception. The tap 
dancing numbers, which are annually 
among the most popular, were new 
and were presented with an almost 
professional artistry. The musical 
numbers, modeled after the best ol 
previous years, contained several new 
features which added to their effec- 
tiveness. 

The gymnasts of previous year- 
have delighted their audience with, 
'spectacular acts. This year's troupe 
! all but "stole the show," if such a 
I thing were possible, as they flow 
1 through the air with the greatest of 
I ease. Attractively arranged programs. 
1 with a cleverly original cover design 
I drawn by Ernest Thompson of last 
year's senior class, and with individu- 
al illustrations of the IX separate acts, 
contributed by the gifted pen of "Jim" 
lVr.aligan kept the audience informed 
of the progress of the entertainment 
and will provide laughing memories 
ii, years to come of this thoroughly- 
enjoyable affair. 

As one glances over the program 
he is impressed with the fact that 
this annual entertainment is an en- 
tertainment which is only possible 
through the cooperation id' many in- 
dividuals.

The invita- j 
tion was extended by George Abbott, j 
one of the busiest back-stage mem- I 
hers of the various committees. From : 
10:30 to 12, happy entertainers re- 
laxed and forgot all the hard work ; 
they had put in perfecting their dif- 
ferent acts. George, with the assist- i 
ance of his brothers, proved the per- ! 
feet host, and Mrs. Abbott, who had 
been obliged to forego the entertain- j 

ment because of a lecture engagement j 
arrived home in time to greet her 
hilarious guests and to supervise the | 
serving of agreeable refreshments J 
and to throw the whole house open to 
them.

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ACAPULCO, MEXICO'S RIP VAN 
WINKLE POKT. WAKES LP 

GaUwav for countless Ralleons 
from the "Orient 300 years a*<>. but 
almost i^BOred in modern times, Mex- 
ico's Kip van Winkle port, Acapulco. 
now is waking to renewed activity. 
The largest liners plyintf between 
New York and California plan to call 
there next year to drop tourists, fori 
Mexico City. 

Conveniently located below the el- 
bow bend at Mexico's Pacific coast in 
the State of Guerrero, .sleepy Acapul- 
eo has one of the finest natural har- 
bors in the world, says a bulletin 
from the Washington, D. C. head- 
quarters t,f the National Geographic 
Society. Vet it ha- drowsed away B 
couple of centuries as a quiet little 

tropical town simmering in the sun, 
in the bowl of great mountains that 
drop almost sheer into Acapulco Bay. 
Heat Like Hot Fly -Paper 

The town i- a crescent of pastel- 
colored, adobe cubicles, topped by 
tiny patches of red tile roofs, and 
occasional green cocoanut palms. A 
few buildings, taller or broader, stand 
out from the mass of one-storied 

dwellings- church, town hall and jail, I 
covered market building, and a 
sprinkling of consulates and hotels. 
Little cotton mills, and soap and 
oil factories, operated intermittently, 
show that Acapulco once had indus- 
trial ambitions. The narrow winding 
streets are rarely crowded. Heat 
makes the air Sticky, like hot fly- 
paper, but visitors enduri 
mate to enjoy the town' 
beauty. 

Behind it rises the steep, cactus- 
covered Sierra Madres, which have 
throttled Acapulco's progress like 
choking lingers. There is no railroad 
to the interior, and less perfect har- 
bors, such as Ma/at Ian and Manza- 
nillo, have boomed because each ha- 
ha-; advantage. So Acapulco ha? 
dreamed, when the railroad reaches 
here .... and meanwhile lapsed into 
a long siesta. 

Cortes used its magnificent harbor 
in 1531, sending two brigantines on 
a voyage of exploration into the Gulf 
of California. Hut they reported no 
harbor equal to Acapulco's oval bay, 
nearly two miles wide. A hilly half- 
mile-wide peninsula between bay and 
oci an forms a natural breakwater, 
offering about four square miles of 
within earshot of Pacific breakers 
pounding against the rocky head- 
lands outside. 

By 1550, trade at the port sup- 
ported a little village, which the Spa- 
nish fortified with the grim gray fort 
of San Diego, still glowering above 

one tip of the town. 

The Aztec name for the settlement 
■ — -Acapulco. place where the reed- 
abound— was borne on trade winds 
around the world. Galleons from the 
Far East brought fragrant cargoes 
of gums and spice, of dark cotton 
print- and rice from India, rich bro- 
caded silks from Japan, exquisite por- 
celains from China. Occasional 
slavers discharged cargoes of negroes 
to Work nearby sugar plantations, 
and legend claims that one brought 
a kidnaped princess, who-, popularity
